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Second  Complaint  Lodged  Against  GayLife 

Chicago  Gay  Paper  Named  in  Bias  Charge

CHICAGO  —  On  June  6  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Human 
Rights  is  scheduled  to  hear  sex 
discrimination  complaints  brought 
by  two  lesbians  against  their 
former  employer,  Chicago’s  Gay- 
Life  newspaper.  The  lesbians, 
Mary  Kay  Ryan  and  Chris  Heim, 
charge  that  their  dismissals  are 
part  of  a  pattern  of  discrimination 
that  “does  not  begin  nor  end” 
with  their  cases. 

Ryan,  a  production  worker  of 
16  months’  standing,  was  fired  last 
October  28  without  explanation. 
Heim,  senior  staff  reporter,  was 
laid-off  on  November  1 1  due  to 
lack  of  funds.  One  week  later, 
Heim  was  passed  over  for  rehiring 
when  her  seniority  was  disputed, 
and  was  offered  work  on  a  free¬ 
lance  basis  only.  Both  Ryan  and 
Heim  filed  complaints  with  city 
and  state  agencies  shortly 
thereafter. 

Days  before  the  original  hearing 
set  for  mid-March,  GayLife 
contested  on  jurisdictional 
grounds  the  authority  of  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Human 
Rights  to  hear  the  complaints. 


When  their  objection  was  over¬ 
ruled,  GayLife  appealed  the  de¬ 
cision,  and  again  lost  the  agency’s 
ruling. 

The  paper,  a  weekly  give-away, 
is  published  by  businessman 
Chuck  Renslow,  called  “the 
Howard  Hughes  of  the  gay 
movement”  at  the  recent  Gay 
Press  Association  convention. 

Ryan  traces  the  first  attempt  to 
remove  her  back  to  early  spring  of 
1982,  when  several  of  Ryan’s 
advertising  accounts  were 
transferred  to  a  recently-hired 
male  employee.  Ryan  says  that  her 
supervisor  explained  that  “a  man 
was  wanted  to  do  those  accounts” 
and  that  he  later  admitted  that  this 
tactic  was  designed  to  provoke 
Ryan  into  quitting  so  that  the  male 
employee  could  assume  her 
position. 

In  mid-September  1982,  Gay¬ 
Life  merged  with  Wisconsin’s 
Escape,  a  bimonthly  magazine 
geared  to  the  gay  entertain¬ 
ment/recreation  markets. 

Escape’s  Erin  Criss  was  named 
director  of  the  combined 
operations.  According  to  Ryan, 


“When  Erin  Criss  was  brought  in, 
my  supervisor  strongly  indicated 
the  possibility  of  a  staff 
shake-up.” 

Ryan’s  workload  was  subse¬ 
quently  doubled,  requiring  her  to 
work  up  to  19  hours  per  day  during 
production.  She  was  assigned  a 
specific  work  schedule,  a  new 
requirement  not  asked  of  other 
staff,  which  conflicted  with 
Ryan’s  previously-approved 
school  commitments.  Ryan  was 
also  denied  additional  compensa¬ 
tion  for  the  increased  workload 
and  put  on  salary,  avoiding  the 
legal  requirements  for  overtime 
pay. 

After  a  written  request  from 
Ryan  and  contact  from  her 
attorney  asking  for  clarification  of 
her  status,  Ryan  reported  to  work 
on  October  28  to  be  told  that  she 
was  fired.  Ryan  says  she  was 
promised  two  weeks’  vacation  pay 
at  that  time  which  she  has  not  yet 
received. 

On  November  2,  according  to 
Heim,  she  received  a  call  from 
editor-in-chief  Albert  Williams, 
assuring  her  that  “rumors”  that 


she  was  to  be  fired  “are  not  true.” 
Heim  says  this  was  her  first  know¬ 
ledge  of  such  “rumors.” 

On  November  1 1  GayLife  pub¬ 
lisher  Chuck  Renslow  announced 
at  a  staff  meeting  that  the  paper 
was  in  serious  financial  trouble, 
necessitating  staff  layoffs. 
Renslow  said  that  Heim  and  two 
other  reporters,  George  Buse  and 
Marie  Kuda,  would  be  laid  off 
and,  as  funding  allowed,  called 
back  in  order  of  seniority, 
specifically  Heim  first,  then  Buse, 
and  Kuda  third.  Two  other  male 
reporters,  each  with  half-a-year 
less  seniority  than  Heim,  were  re¬ 
tained  on  staff.  Williams  said  a 
plan  would  be  worked  out  for  the

NEW  YORK  —  At  a  com¬ 
munity  forum  on  police  violence,  a 
lesbian  anti-racist  group  said  there 
is  a  growing  acceptance  of  the 
police  by  certain  segments  of  the 
gay/lesbian  movement. 

Dykes  Against  Racism  Every¬ 
where  (DARE)  organized  a  panel 
discussion  and  audience  speakout 
on  May  17  at  the  Washington 
Square  Methodist  Church  in  New 
York  City.  Attended  by  30  people, 
including  reporters  from  the  New 
York  Native,  Womanews, 
and  GCN,  the  forum  was  planned 
by  DARE  to  criticize  the 
depoliticized  direction  of  the  gay 
and  lesbian  movement  and  to 
question  the  myth  of  the  police  as 
preventers  of  crime. 

In  introductory  remarks,  a 
spokeswoman  for  the  group  cited 
the  invitation  of  Sgt.  Charles 
Cochran,  an  openly  gay  New  York 
City  Police  officer,  to  speak  at  the 
1982  Gay  Pride  rally  as  an  example 
of  mainstream  gays’  and 

lesbians’  acceptance  of  the  police 
in  our  communties. 

Six  gay  and  lesbian  activists  on 
the  panel  spoke  about  police 
repression  of  New  York  gays  and 
lesbians  and  an  audience 
discussion  followed  their 
presentations. 

James  Creadle  of  Black  and 
White  Men  Together  called  the 
police  “a  military  force  in  our 
society.”  Creadle,  who  served  as  a 
medic  in  the  Viet  Nam  war,  said 
that  vets  join  the  police  forces 
after  military  service  because,  in 
Viet  Nam  “we  were  trained  to  kill 
and  where  else  can  you  transfer 
this  skill?”  Creadle  now  works 
with  incarcerated  veterans. 

He  has  also  been  active  in 
support  work  for  Blues,  a  black 
gay  bar  that  was  violently  raided 
by  police  seven  months  ago. (See 
GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  13.)  “The 
impact  of  walking  into  Blues 
reminded  me  of  a  nightmare  I  used 
to  have  about  Viet  Nam  —  total 
destruction,  a  vast  human 
wasteland  —  nothing  was  left 
standing  in  that  bar  except  the  bar 
itself,”  he  said. 

Creadle  told  the  audience  that 
the  police  were  especially  brutal  to 
transvestites  and  lesbians.  Women 
and  effeminate  men  were  beaten 
about  the  head,  grabbed  in  the 
crotch  and  verbally  abused.  “The 
powers  that  be  in  our  community 


laid-of  writers  to  obtain  paid 
freelance  assignments. 

Heim  arrived  at  GayLife  offices 
on  November  19  to  find  that  she 
no  longer  had  a  mailbox,  nor  did 
Kuda,  although  Buse  did. 
Williams  told  Heim  that  one  of  the 
remaining  male  staff  reporters  had 
given  notice  to  leave  in  two  weeks, 
and  again  offered  her  work  on  a 
freelance  basis.  When  Heim  asked 
why  she  would  not  be  called  back 
to  fill  the  open  staff  position, 
Williams  responded  that  Buse,  not 
Heim,  had  seniority,  contradicting 
Renslow’s  statement  one  week 
earlier.  The  resigning  staff 
reporter  later  withdrew  his

—  meaning  gay  white  males  —  ate 
not  going  to  do  anything  about 
Blues,”  he  said. 

Candace  Boyd  of  Salsa  Soul 
Sisters  Third  World  Women,  Inc. 
related  her  longtime  experience 
with  police  brutality.  In  1962, 
when  she  was  18,  she  and  a  Puerto 
Rican  woman  friend  were  attacked 
in  a  park  by'  a  white  policeman. 
The  cop  later  said  he  thought  she 
was  a  boy. 

At  the  time,  Boyd  had  been 
planning  to  join  a  branch  of  the 
armed  forces  to  get  away  from  the 
South  Bronx.  She  said  that  she 
fought  back  against  the  policeman 
and  was  arrested.  At  the  police 
station,  she  was  handcuffed  to  a 
steam  pipe  and  beaten  with  a 
blackjack.  She  was  later  jailed  and 
subsequently  disqualified  from  the 
service. 

“It  became  the  crux  of  a  new 
me,”  said  Boyd.  “I  didn’t  trust  a 
soul  and  1  didn’t  care  about  too 
many  of  them  either.  They  didn’t 
just  beat  me,  they  changed  me.” 

Joan  Nestle  of  the  Lesbian 
Herstory  Archives  introduced 
herself  as  “a  working  class  femme 
lesbian  who  came  out  in  the 
fifties.” 

Nestle  said  that  because  working 
class  women  were  dependent  on 
the  streets  and  the  bars  to  “find 
each  other,”  they  were  especially 
vulnerable  to  constant  police 
surveillance. 

The  police  frequently  raided 
lesbian  bars  like  the  Sea  Colony, 
using  only  a  flashing  red  light  to 
alert  women  to  the  impending 
raid.  Joan  recalled  holding  on  to 
her  lover’s  belt  to  keep  her  back  as 
the  police  taunted  the  butches  in 
the  bar. 

She  also  said  that  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights,  lesbians  would 
gather  on  the  corner  of 
Christopher  and  Greenwich 
Streets  in  the  West  Village  to  call 
up  to  their  lovers  imprisoned  in  the 
Women’s  House  of  Detention. 
Passersby  would  point  to  them  as 
oddities. 

“In  the  fifties,  we  knew  that  we 
were  criminals.  Today  there  are 
lesbians  who  do  not  know  they  are 
freaks  —  they  think  they’re 
vegetarians,”  said  Nestle. 

She  concluded  by  saying,  “No 
one  will  ever  convince  me  that  any 
police  force  is  ever  our  friend.” 


Awaits  Hearing  Outcome 

Gay  Judge  Refuses  to 
Bow  to  State  Pressure

MINNEAPOLIS  —  A  gay  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  judge  is  awaiting  the 
outcome  of  a  recent  disciplinary 
hearing  before  the  state  Board  of 
Judicial  Responsibility.  Even 
though  the  Hennepin  County 
District  Attorney  does  not 
prosecute  consensual  sodomy,  the 
Board  is  threatening  to  dismiss  the 
judge  because  he  refused  to  repu¬ 
diate  his  gay  sexuality. 

At  issue  in  the  case  are  Judge 
Crane  Winston’s  past  solicitations 
of  male  prostitutes,  the  possibility 
of  his  future  violations  of 
Minnesota’s  sodomy  law  and  the 
public’s  possible  lack  of  respect 
for  a  judge  who  is  known  to  be 
gay. 

It  is  likely  to  take  months  before 
an  opinion  is  written  by  the  panel 
of  three  judges.  Their  opinion 
must  then  be  reviewed  by  the  state 
Supreme  Court  along  with  any 
new  arguments  by  prosecution  and 
defense  lawyers.  Punishment 
ranges  from  censure  to  suspen¬ 
sion,  and  possible  permanent 
dismissal  from  the  bench. 

In  February  1982,  Winton’s 
homosexuality  was  exposed  in  a 
television  investigation  of  teenage 
prostitution  in  a  Minneapolis 
park.  As  a  result  of  the  show,  a 
grand  jury  indicted  Winton  in  May 
on  two  misdemeanor  charges  of 
solicitation.  He  was  convicted  of 
those  charges  in  June,  but  felony 
indictments  for  hiring  underage 
prostitutes  were  dropped  because 
the  prosecutor  was  convinced  that 
Winton  believed  the  hustlers  were 
legal  adults.  Winton  was  not 
charged  with  sodomy.  After 
paying  the  fine,  Winton  was 
reinstated  to  the  bench  and  since 
then,  he  has  carried  a  full  case 
load. 

Winton,  a  judge  for  21  years, 
led  a  closetted  gay  life  until  his 
arrest  forced  his  personal  life  into 
the  public  eye.  When  he  pled  guilty 
to  the  misdemeanors,  Winton 


made  a  “very  gripping  statement” 
describing  his  “life  in  hiding,” 
according  to  one  of  his  lawyers, 
Peter  Thompson. 

The  Minneapolis  Star  and 
Tribune  quotes  Thompson  in  a 
May  11  article,  “He  [Winton]  is 
willing  to  live  his  life  as  a  mature, 
responsible  homosexual  adult. 
And  that  includes  no  activities 
with  prostitutes.  That  does  include 
a  satisfying  adult  relationship  — 
intellectually,  sexually,  emotion¬ 
ally  —  with  men.  That’s  not  a 
decision  that  brings  disrepute  on 
the  judiciary.” 

One  of  the  prosecution’s 
arguments  against  Winton  is  his 
unwillingness  to  swear  that  he  will 
never  in  the  future  violate  the 
state’s  sodomy  law.  The  statute 
outlaws  sodomy  and  oral  sex, 
whether  between  same-sex  or 
different-sex  couples,  both 
married  and  not  married. 

During  the  trial,  prosecuting 
attorney  Kelton  Gage  asked 
Winton  if  he  intended  to  continue 
violating  the  state’s  sodomy  law. 

Winton  answered  “That’s  a 
difficult  question. .  .My  life  has 
changed.  What  I  used  to  do 
furtively.  .  .has  all  changed.  I 
suppose  if  I  met  a  suitable  person 
who  wants  a  relationship  that 
involved  sexual  acts,  I’d  probably 
do  so.  But  it  would  be  in  private, 
behind  closed  doors,  in  such  a 
manner  that  won’t  bring  disrepute 
to  the  bench.” 

In  a  similar  case  three  years  ago, 
Judge  Walter  Mann,  a  hetero¬ 
sexual,  was  identified  in  a  news¬ 
paper  expose  on  prominent  cust¬ 
omers  of  female  prostitutes.  The 
statute  of  limitations  for  criminal 
prosecution  had  passed  but  the 
Board  of  Judicial  Responsibility 
convened  a  panel  which  conducted 
a  “cursory  examination,” 
according  to  John  McNulty, 
another  of  Winton’s  three  lawyers. 

McNulty  elaborated  on  the 


difference  in  the  investigations  of 
Mann  and  Winton:  “They  [the 
panel]  never  asked  Judge  Mann 
what  acts  he  had  committed.  They 
never  asked  Judge  Mann  what  age 
were  the  prostitutes.  They  never 
asked  Judge  Mann  if  he  had 
committed  sodomy.” 

Mann  was  required  to  sign  a 
stipulation  that  he  would  never 
again  solicit  or  accept  a 
prostitute’s  services.  He  was 
publicly  reprimanded  by  the 
Board. 

Mann  was  called  as  a  defense 
witness  during  Winton’s  trial. 
When  told  of  Winton’s  acknow¬ 
ledgement  that  he  might  in  the 
future  violate  Minnesota’s 
sodomy  law,  Mann  responded, 
“Crane  Winton  has  more  courage 
than  I.  That’s  why  1  capitulated 
and  signed  the  stipulation.  I  took 
the  easy  way  out.  I  assume  that 
many  married  couples,  including 
judges  and  lawyers,  engage  in 
sodomy.” 

State  Senator  Allen  Spear 
testified  that  the  sodomy  laws  are 
“out-of-touch  with  the  realities  of 
modern-day  life.”  Spear  is  gay  and 
also  led  a  closetted  life  until  he 
came  out  publicly  in  1974. 

Tim  Cope,  a  writer  for  Equal 
Time,  a  gay/lesbian  paper  in 
Minneapolis,  told  GCN  he  had 
never  seen  “such  courage  and 
honesty  displayed  in  a  trial. 
Everyone  in  the  courtroom  was 
impressed”  by  Winton’s  direct  re¬ 
sponse  to  questioning. 

A  number  of  Winton’s  peers, 
four  District  Court  judges  and  two 
lawyers,  testified  as  to  Winton’s 
judicial  capability.  When  Judge 
Eugene  Minenko  was  asked  if  he 
thought  a  gay  person  could  be  a 
judge  in  Hennepin  County,  he 
answered,  “From  waht  1  hear,  one 
is.”

discrimination  suit  filed  against  oil 
company 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  $10  million  lawsuit  has 
been  filed  against  the  Sohio  Petroleum  Company  by 
three  gay  men  and  a  straight  woman  who  have  been 
dismissed  or  forced  to  resign  from  the  company, 
according  to  the  Bay  Area  Reporter. 

The  three  men  say  that  they  were  generally 
harassed  because  of  their  sexual  orientation  and  that 
they  were  denied  promotions,  given  extra  workloads 
and  eventually  fired  or  forced  to  resign. 

The  straight  woman,  Terry  Adams,  says  she  was 
denied  pay  raises  and  career  advancements  because 
she  was  “overly  friendly  with  gay  employees  and 
refused  to  discriminate  against  them.”  She  says  she 
was  asked  to  identify  the  company’s  gay  employees, 
which  she  refused  to  do.  Adams  was  also  fired. 

The  four  will  be  represented  by  San  Francisco 
Supervisor  Carol  Ruth  Silver  and  her  law  partner 
Arthur  Siegel. 


health  subcommittee  hears  a.i.d.s. 
testimony 

WASHINGTON  —  Two  gay  physicians  and  the 
head  of  the  National  Gay  Task  Force  (NGTF)  on  May 
12  testified  before  a  House  Subcommittee  on  Labor, 
Health  and  Human  Services,  according  to  the 
Washington  Blade.  All  three  told  subcommittee 
members  that  government  efforts  to  find  the  cause  of 
the  AIDS  epidemic  have  been  inadequate  and  that 
federal  funding  for  AIDS  should  be  increased 
dramatically. 

Testifying  before  the  House  subcommittee  were 
Dr.  Roger  Enlow  of  the  New  York  City  Office  of  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Health  Concerns,  Dr.  David  Ostrow  of  the 
Howard  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  in  Chicago  and 
Virginia  Apuzzo  of  NGTF. 

In  other  developments,  a  bill  to  create  a  special 
“medical  emergency”  fund  of  $30  million  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  a  House  subcommittee  on  health  and  the 
environment.  The  bill,  sponsored  by  Rep.  Henry  Wax- 
man  (D-CA),  who  also  chairs  the  subcommittee,  will 
next  be  voted  on  by  the  House  Committee  on  Energy 
and  Commerce. 

In  testimony  before  Waxman’s  subcommittee, 
Dr.  Edward  Brandt,  the  Assistant  Secretary  for 
Health,  said  that  due  to  “new  developments,”  the 
Reagan  administration  may  increase  the  amount  it 
had  allocated  to  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  for 
AIDS  research.  For  fiscal  years  1983  and  1984,  AIDS 
research  was  worth  $2  million  to  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration. 


homophobic  psychologist  criticized  at 
midwestern  convention 

CHICAGO  —  A  Lincoln,  Nebraska  psychologist 
who  claims  that  homosexuals  are  20  times  more  like¬ 
ly  to  commit  mass  murder  than  are  heterosexuals 
was  criticized  by  some  of  his  colleagues  at  a  conven¬ 
tion  of  midwestern  psychologists  according  to 
GayLife  in  Chicago. 

Dr.  Paul  Cameron,  head  of  the  Institute  for  the 
Scientific  Investigation  of  Sexuality,  presented  a 
paper  at  the  convention  bolstering  his  mass-murder 
theory.  Cameron’s  claim  is  based  on  the  notion  that 
people  who  engage  in  sado-masochism  or  oral-anal 
sex  are  “only  a  step  away  from  murdering  others.” 

Cameron  was  blasted  by  Dr.  Robert  D’Appley, 
among  others,  who  said,  “He  is  comparing  the  com¬ 
munity  of  homosexuals  to  the  community  of  mass 
murderers."  D’Appley  called  Cameron  “ludicrous, 
pathetic  and  evil”  and  accused  Cameron  of 
“manipulating  the  statistics.”

BOSTON  —  A  support  group  focusing  on  AIDS 
will  meet  on  eight  successive  Tuesday  evenings 
beginning  June  7  at  7p.m. Sponsored  by  Dignity  and 
the  AIDS  Action  Committee  of  the  Fenway  Communi¬ 
ty  Health  Center,  the  group  will  meet  at  the  Dignity  of¬ 
fice  to  discuss  reactions  to  the  AIDS  crisis.  Participa¬ 
tion  will  be  limited  to  15  people.

babson  college  adopts  anti-discrimination 
statement 

WELLESLEY,  MA  —  After  a  year-long  lobbying 
effort  by  members  of  the  Babson  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Alliance  (BGLA),  the  Babson  College  Board  of 
Trustees  on  May  13  adopted  a  non-discrimination 
statement  pertaining  to  sexual  orientation.  (See  GCN 
Vol.  10,  No.  38.) 

The  trustees  added  “sexual  orientation”  to  the 
school’s  already-existing  commitment  not  to  practice 
discrimination  against  students,  staff  or  faculty  on 
the  basis  of  race,  sex,  color,  age,  national  or  ethnic 
origin,  religion  or  handicap.  The  trustees  also  opened 
up  grievance  procedures  to  students,  faculty  and 
staff  to  include  complaints  of  sex  preference  bias. 

In  a  letter  to  the  trustees,  William  Dill,  president 
of  the  college,  expressed  support  of  the  efforts  of 
BGLA  and  stated  a  strong  case  for  approval  of  the 
proposal.  Dill,  however,  made  it  clear  to  the  trustees 
that  he  does  not  see  this  vote  as  a  step  toward  taking 
a  position  on  how  groups  outside  the  college  should 
act.  In  this  disclaimer,  Dill  specifically  mentioned 
armed  forces  recruiters. 

Adoption  of  the  statement  by  the  trustees 
followed  non-binding  but  enthusiastic  endorsement 
by  faculty  and  student  governing  groups.

gay  police  recruit  reinstated  to  academy 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  has  ordered  the  reinstatement  of  a  gay  police 
recruit  to  the  Police  Academy,  according  to  the  Bay 
Area  Reporter. 

Tom  Cady  was  dropped  from  a  police  training 
program  in  1981  because  he  was  an  openly  gay 
recruit.  He  filed  a  complaint  with  the  Commission 
charging  that  he  had  been  subjected  to  extensive 
homophobic  treatment  by  officers  and  had  been 
given  negative  ratings  on  account  of  his  sexuality. 

Cady’s  reinstatement  follows  a  lengthy  investi¬ 
gation  by  a  three-member  Commission  panel  which 
first  rejected  his  discrimination  claim  because  they 
thought  he  was  not  competent  to  complete  police 
training.  The  full  Commission,  however,  rejected  the 
panel’s  finding  and  agreed  with  Cady  that  he  had 
been  discriminated  against.  Now,  however,  Cady  is 
unsure  that  he  wishes  to  continue  training  at  the 
Academy. 


alabama  students  fight  back 

TUSCALOOSA,  AL  —  The  Gay  Students  Union 
(GSU)  at  the  University  of  Alabama-Tuscaloosa  has 
issued  a  statement  to  refute  recent  attacks  on  their 
group  by  the  Young  Americans  for  Freedom  (YAF),  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Alabama  Forum. 

In  the  statement,  the  student  group  asserts  their 
right  to  exist  as  an  organization  on  the  campus.  They 
also  respond  to  YAF’s  accusation  that  they  attempt 
to  mislead  minors  by  saying,  “YAF  is  using  scare  tac¬ 
tics  to  raise  antiquated  fears  that  homosexuals  are 
going  to  attack  children ..  .90%  of  child  abuse  is 
committed  by  heterosexual  males.” 

GSU  also  states  that  it  does  not  expect  —  and 
will  not  ask  for  —  student  government  funding.  They 
say,  “We  have  paid  our  own  way  thus  far  and  we  plan 
to  continue  paying  our  own  way.” 


California  governor  declines  ‘pride’ 
proclamation 

SACRAMENTO  —  Gov.  George  Duekmejian  of 
California  will  not  issue  a  proclamation  naming  a 
week  in  June  “Lesbian/Gay  Freedom  Week,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  Sacramento’s  Mom. . .  Guess  What!. 

A  gubernatorial  declaration  for  pride  week  has 
been  annual  since  1980  when  Gov.  Jerry  Brown  first 
issued  one. 

Aides  for  the  governor  have  said  that  Deukme- 
jian  has  a  policy  to  “not  issue  proclamations  that 
would  advocate  one  form  of  lifestyle. .  .sexual 
preference.  .  .religion  over  another.” 

Gay  activists  are  calling  the  decision  “a  slap  in 
the  face.”  Organizers  of  the  San  Francisco  pride 
parade  say  that  a  blank  page  will  appear  in  the  parade 
program  “to  note  that  the  Governor’s  proclamation 
was  not  there.” 


fringe  benefits  task  force  established 
by  feinstein 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Dianne  Feinstein,  mayor  of 
San  Francisco,  has  established  a  Task  Force  on 
Equal  Benefits  which  will  facilitate  a  more  equitable 
distribution  of  health  benefits  to  city  employees  and 
their  dependents,  according  to  the  Bay  Area  Reporter. 

This  task  force  fulfills  Feinstein’s  promise  to  the 
gay  community  to  give  all  city  employees  equal  treat¬ 
ment  with  respect  to  health  benefits.  Health  benefits 
to  the  lovers  of  gay  city  employees  were  included  in 
the  ill-fated  domestic  partners  bill,  vetoed  by  Feins¬ 
tein  last  December.  \ 

Feinstein  is  quoted  a  saying,  “One  thing  we 
learned  in  the  domestic  partner  controversy  last  fall 
is  that  deserving  dependents  —  other  than  marriage 
partners  —  are  denied  access  to  Health  Service 
System  benefits.” 

Gay  Municipal  Judge  Herb  Donaldson  will  chair 
the  committee.

Four  hundred  and  fifty  diners  helped  the  National  Gay 
Task  Force  celebrate  its  tenth  birthday  at  the  Plaza  Hotel 
on  May  16.  Near,  author  Jane  Rule  and  Sgt.  Perry  Watkins 
were  awarded  for  their  “distinguished  contributions  to  the 
education  of  the  American  public  about  the  lives  of  gay 
men  and  lesbians.’’ 

The  audience  was  treated  to  a  sardonic  interpretation  of 
the  history  of  NGTF  by  founding  member  Ron  Gold.  Gold 
admonished  the  organization  not  to  confuse  the  evening’s 
posh  setting  with  the  organization’s  role  outside  the  main¬ 
stream. 

“Education  is  our  main  task  and  critical  jobs  like  passing 
gay  rights  bills  are  really  important  only  when  we  use  them 
as  educational  tools,”  said  Gold.  He  added,  “Let’s  not  get 
in  bed  with  the  politicians.” 

To  that,  New  York  Governor  Mario  Cuomo  replied, 
“All  I  asked  for  was  your  vote.”  Cuomo’s  attendance  was 
a  credit  to  NGTF’s  director  Apuzzo,  as  he  is  the  highest 
ranking  official  ever  to  attend  an  NGTF  event. 

Cuomo  announced  the  establishment  of  an  interagency 
task  force  to  coordinate  the  work  of  state  agencies  involved 
with  AIDS.  Cuomo  also  repeated  a  campaign  promise  for  a 
state  level  executive  order  “to  deal  with  the  subject  of 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation.”  The 
Governor,  however,  did  not  set  a  date  for  issuance  of  the 
order.

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Controversy  Disrupts 
Baltimore  Gay  Center

BALTIMORE  —  The  Gay 
Community  Center  is  going 
through  a  major  transition 
because  a  personality  conflict 
which  has  been  smouldering  for 
years  has  burst  into  flame.  The 
controversy  also  encompasses 
questions  about  the  Center’s  direc¬ 
tion  and  expanding  the  Center’s 
membership  to  include  more 
blacks  and  women. 

The  Center’s  director  for  the 
past  five  years  has  taken  a  leave  of 
absence,  while  the  president  and 
executive  board  consider  whether 
to  rehire  him,  or  more  likely,  find 
someone  new  for  the  job. 

Harvey  Schwartz  has  been  the 
primary  force  behind  the  Center’s 
growth  from  an  office  in  his  home 
five  years  ago  to  a  community- 
owned  building  and  service  center 
with  a  yearly  budget  of  $100,000, 
including  a  clinic,  switchboard, 
counselling  service,  newspaper 
and  after  hours  club. 

Scott  Netro,  until  recently  the 
disc  jockey  at  the  Center’s  “After 
hours’’  supports  Schwartz.  “I 
know  Harvey  has  made  some  mis¬ 
takes.  He  comes  off  rather  brash 
with  some  people  but  I  think  that 
personality  has  helped  the  Center 
more  than  it’s  hurt.” 

The  “mistakes”  that  have  pro¬ 
voked  this  latest  escalation  of 
hostilities  occurred  early  this  year. 
The  facts  of  the  first  incident  are 
undisputed. 

In  a  speaking  engagement  at  a 
high  school,  Schwartz  mentioned 
the  name  of  a  man  whose  friends 
later  took  offense  and  complained 
to  the  president  of  the  Center’s 
Board,  David  Carroll. 


Schwartz  told  GCN,  “I 
shouldn’t  have  used  his  name.  I 
assumed  he  was  straight  and  mar¬ 
ried.” 

Carroll  said,  “This  type  of  inci¬ 
dent  has  happened  before.... 
Names  of  nationally  or  locally 
known  individuals  have  been 
used,”  and  insinuated  to  be  gay. 

The  second  incident  is  more 
complicated.  The  executive  board 
decided  that  the  Center  should  ap¬ 
ply  for  membership  in  the  Balti¬ 
more  Coalition  Opposed  to 
Violence  and  Extremism  (COVE), 
a  mainstream  group  of  primarily 
Jewish  and  black  religious  groups, 
with  an  anti-Klan  and  anti-Nazi 
focus  and  “very  prestigious,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  Lee  David  Hoshall,  a 
member  of  the  Center. 

Schwartz  asserts  that  the  reason 
the  application  was  not  accepted 
immediately  is  because  Carroll  and 
Hoshall  “crashed”  closed 
meetings  of  COVE. 

According  to  Everette  Waldo,  a 
gay  employee  of  the  U.S.  Civil 
Rights  Commission  assigned  to 
work  with  COVE,  Carroll  and 
Hoshall  were  invited  to  those 
meetings  by  Waldo. 

Hoshall  said,  “There  was  some 
reluctance  from  the  very  beginning 
on  COVE’s  part.  .  .but  we  count¬ 
ered  those  objections  and  the  pro¬ 
posal  was  moving  right  along. . . . 
They  had  no  reason  to  deny  the  re¬ 
quest  and  they  knew  there  would 
be  a  public  [pro-gay]  response  if 
the  request  was  denied.  They  were 
scared  and  didn’t  know  what  to 
do.  Then  suddenly  Mr.  Schwartz 
entered  the  picture.” 

Schwartz  is  alleged  to  have 


slandered  Hoshall  in  a  phone  con¬ 
versation  with  the  chairperson  of 
COVE’s  membership  committee 
and  to  have  told  her  that  the 
Center  did  not  want  to  join 
COVE.  The  alleged  phone  call,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Hoshall,  gave,  “the  im¬ 
pression  that  the  Center  was  div¬ 
ided  and  gave  reason  to  the 
Center’s  opponents  in  COVE  to 
delay  the  proposal. . .  [Schwartz’s 
call  constituted]  an  unauthorized 
secret  attempt  to  sabotage  a  very 
important  project.”  COVE  has 
yet  to  decide  on  the  Center’s 
membership  application. 

The  COVE  incident  is  seen  by 
Schwartz’s  detractors  as  the  last 
straw  in  a  long  line  of  complaints. 


Carroll  described  the  origins  of 
the  Center.  “There  have  always 
been  a  number  of  white  men  who 
want  to  feel  that  they  control  it. 
[Schwartz]  is  the  last  vestige  of 
that  control,”  he  said. 

Schwartz  acknowledged  that 
“white  middle  class  guys”  started 
the  Center  and  that  he  has  “some 
problems”  with  blacks. 

At  the  same  time,  he  pointed  to 
the  racial  tensions  throughout 
Baltimore. “The  bars  are  fairly 
much  segregated.  In  the  one  disco 
that’s  integrated,  blacks  and 
whites  stay  on  different  sides  of 
the  dance  floor,”  said  Schwartz. 
He  also  pointed  out  that  there  was 
a  lesbian  center  in  Baltimore  at  the 
time  the  gay  center  was  begun. 

Joe  Stewart,  secretary  of  the 
Center’s  board,  described 
Schwartz  as  “a  very  hard  worker 
but  with  a  style  that  is  difficult, 
especially  for  people  who  are  used 
to  working  in  collective  groups. 


Conference  Commentaries

NEW  YORK  —  It  is  telling  that 
the  high  point  of  the  Barnard  con¬ 
ference  The  Scholar  and  the  Fem¬ 
inist  X:  “The  Question  of  Tech¬ 
nology”  on  April  23  was  an  ama¬ 
teurish  video vby  some  East  Village 
women  called  Women  Against 
High  Tech  (WAHT).  The  only 
non-academic  and  visual  pre¬ 
sentation  to  the  entire  conference, 
it  stated  directly  the  more  subtle 
warnings  of  the  keynote  speakers 
—  “technology  is  nothing  but 
trouble.” 

WAHT’s  greatest  contribution 
was  probably  its  contrast  with  the 
cautious  tone  of  the  rest  of  the 
conference  —  one  imposed  by  an 
increasingly  feminist-phobic  Bar¬ 
nard  administration. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  ten-year 
history  of  the  Barnard  Women’s 
Center  event  to  promote  feminism 
in  academia,  planning  was  over¬ 
seen  by  administration  represen¬ 
tatives.  Last  year’s  explosive  con¬ 
ference  on  sex  may  have  fueled 
Barnard’s  desire  for  a  more 
scholarly  than  feminist  image. 

“Everything  we  put  out  was 
supposed  to  be  looked  at  by  the 
public  relations  office,”  said  Bet- 
tina  Berch,  conference  adademic 
coordinator.  “Planning  the  con¬ 
ference  itself  was  a  whole  lot  hard¬ 
er  because  of  the  conference  the 
year  before.”  She  added,  “If  I 
hadn’t  had  to  deal  with  [the  ad¬ 
ministration],  I  would  have  done  a 
few  things  differently.” 

Berch  said  she  dropped  plans 
for  a  conference  diary  or  journal, 
to  be  designed  by  a  “riotous” 
graphics  collective  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  because  “it  was  so  hard  just 
to  put  together  the  content  for  the 
conference”  under  Barnard’s 


scrutiny. 

This  year’s  speakers  did  not 
mention  specific  strategies  for  ap¬ 
plying  new  technology  to  feminist 
agendas.  Nonetheless,  the  confer¬ 
ence  was  not  entirely  Barnard’s 
cup  of  tea  and  the  statements  of 
the  speakers  may  be  indicative  of 
feminism  in  post-feminist  en¬ 
vironments:  understated  but  firm. 

“Barnard  would  have  liked  a 
very  pro-technology  conference. 
‘Women  getting  ahead  in  techno¬ 
logy’  would  have  made  a  good  im¬ 
age  for  Barnard,”  Berch  said. 

Like  the  name  says,  the  scholar 
has  always  come  first  at  Barnard’s 
annual  conference,  but  usually 
there  is  some  mongrel  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  to  take  a  bite  out  of  the 
distinction  between  feminist  ac¬ 
tivist  and  feminist  theorist.  Last 
year’s  conference  on  the  unschol- 
arly  topic  of  sexuality  was  nearly 
rabid  in  this  regard,  and  included 
more  blatant  lesbian  speakers  and 
topics  than  any  previous. 

Last  year’s  state  of  the  art  ap¬ 
proach  stirred  extreme  reactions. 
When  the  dust  had  settled,  the 
Helene  Rubenstein  Foundation, 
with  its  $12,000  annual  contribu¬ 
tion,  and  the  conference  diaries 
had  disappeared.  The  latter  were 
seized  by  the  Barnard  administra¬ 
tion,  alleging  offensive  graphic  in¬ 
terpretations  of  the  planning  com¬ 
mittee’s  discussions.  The  diaries 
were  later  reprinted  and  distri¬ 
buted  without  Barnard’s  blessing. 

The  restrictions  on  this  year’s 
conference  should  be  viewed  “in 
the  context  of  all  the  changes  going 
on  here,”  Berch  said.  “Barnard 
would  love  to  be  a  ‘post-feminist’ 
institution,”  she  added.

PHILADELPHIA  —  Attack¬ 
ing  heterosexism  and  building  an 
anti-racist  women’s  movement 
were  the  major  themes  of  the 
Reproductive  Rights  National 
Network  (R2N2)  east  coast 
regional  conference  held  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  April  15-17.  Hosted  by 
the  Philadelphia  Reproductive 
Rights  Organization  (PRRO),  the 
conference  brought  together  over 
75  activists  from  20  east  coast 
groups. 

Among  the  best  attended  and 
most  exciting  workshops  were  the 
ones  focussing  on  combatting 
racism,  anti-semitism  and 
homophobia,  both  in  our  or¬ 
ganization  and  in  political  work. 

The  workshop  on  “Third  World 
Women  and  Reproductive 
Rights”  dealt  both  with  reproduc¬ 
tive  rights  issues  specifically  con¬ 
fronting  women  of  color  and  with 
the  failure  of  the  white  feminist 
movement  to  address  third  world 
women’s  issues  and  priorities. 

Lesbian  issues  were  a  major 
focus  of  this  conference.  At  the 
last  national  conference,  members 
of  the  R2N2  Lesbian  Task  Force 
presented  a  major  plenary  session, 
making  connections  between  abor¬ 
tion  and  other  sexual/reproduc¬ 
tive  rights  issues,  drawing  a  sharp 
distinction  between  a  “civil 
rights”  approach  to  lesbian  libera¬ 
tion  and  one  which  analyzes  and 
attacks  compulsory  heterosexuali¬ 
ty.  Although  the  plenary  was  very 
well  received,  many  women  felt 
that  they  did  not  have  a  chance  to 
think  about  how  to  integrate  these 
concerns  into  day-to-day  political 
work.  The  Task  Force  decided  to 
follow  up  with  small  group  discus¬ 
sions  on  a  regional  level,  facili¬ 


He  doesn’t  have  experience  work¬ 
ing  with  feminist  or  collective  pro¬ 
cess.” 

Stewart  added,  “1  don’t  think 
Harvey  was  very  comfortable 
relating  to  women,  especially 
women  interested  in  exerting  real 
leadership.  I  don’t  think  he  was 
tremendously  excited  about  the 
whole  notion  of  women’s  space  at 
the  Center.” 

Schwartz  told  GCN  that  recent¬ 
ly  there’s  been  “an  unholy 
alliance”  of  women,  blacks, 
socialists,  communists,  liberal 
democrats  and  “upper  class  chi¬ 
chi  faggots”  that  has  wanted  to 
take  power  in  the  Center. 

Schwartz  is  most  upset  at  the 
thought  that  he  might  be  forced 
out  to  make  the  Center  more 
respectable  as  a  foundation  from 
which  to  launch  some  future  gay 
campaign  into  the  straight  political 
world.  A  supporter  of  Schwartz, 
Phil  Knighton,  put  it  this  way, 
“Clearly  there  are  some  people  on 
the  Board  with  liberal  democratic 
politics  who  are  attempting  to  use 
the  Center  to  further  their  own 
political  goals.  The  person  who  is 
rumored  to  be  (Schwartz’s) 
replacement  —  everyone  knows 
she  wants  to  run  for  city  council  as 
an  openly  gay  candidate.” 

Finances  may  be  a  problem  for 
the  Center  now  that  Schwartz  is  on 
leave.  The  two  men  who  have  been 
running  the  Afterhours  club  as 
volunteers  have  left  the  Center  in 
solidarity  with  Schwartz.  The  club 
is  a  major  source  of  income  for  the 
Center.  Advertisements  in  the 
newspaper,  the  other  major  in¬ 
come  of  the  Center,  will  probably 
also  suffer. 


tated  by  Task  Force  members  and 
focusing  on  the  destructiveness  of 
heterosexism  and  homophobia. 

Most  of  Sunday  was  devoted  to 
these  small  group  sessions  —  some 
for  lesbians  and  heterosexual 
women  together  and  one  for 
heterosexual  women  who  thought 
they  would  feel  more  comfortable 
or  could  talk  more  openly  in  a 
straight  group.  That  group  was  led 
by  two  heterosexual  women  from 
PRRO  who  have  been  active  in  les¬ 
bian  liberation  support  work 
within  it.  The  ground  rules,  set  by 
the  Lesbian  Task  Force,  included 
respecting  confidentiality,  and 
speaking  from  personal  exper¬ 
ience.  These  groups  were  very 
challenging  and  rewarding  and, 
for  the  most  part,  productive  in 
helping  participants  think  about 
ways  to  integrate  lesbian  liberation 
politics  into  their  lives  and  work. 

In  an  evaluation  session  after 
the  small  group  sessions,  the  Les¬ 
bian  Task  Force  discussed  one 
woman’s  objection  to  the  time 
spent  on  lesbian/gay  issues.  They 
affirmed  that  they  won’t  accept  a 
politic  which  pits  issues  against 
each  other. 

The  workshop  on  organizing  for 
Gay  Pride  Week  developed  several 
strategies  and  ideas  for  ways  R2N2 
groups  can  participate  in  local  Gay 
Pride  activities.  R2N2  will  print 
and  distribute  a  lapel  sticker  in 
support  of  Gay  Pride  Week.  Local 
groups  are  encouraged  to  endorse 
lesbian  and  gay  activities  and  to  do 
media  support  and  education 
through  ads  in  local  papers  show¬ 
ing  solidarity  and  linking  lesbian 
and  gay  liberation  to  reproductive 
rights  issues. 


“Now  that  I’ve  left,  all  the  bars 
have  pulled  out,”  Schwartz  told 
GCN.  According  to  Carroll, 
Schwartz  has  been  offered  the  job 
of  business  manager  for  the  paper. 

Schwartz  is  also  owed  t  housands 
of  dollars  in  back  salary  that  the 
Center  was  unable  to  pay  at  dif¬ 
ferent  times  in  the  past  5  years. 
Negotiations,  to  determine  the 
principle  and  interest  yet  to  be  paid, 
are  bogged  down  in  the  emotional 
turmoil  of  the  last  few  months. 

Brian  Quimby,  another  friend 
of  Schwartz  calls  him,  “one  of  the 
most  dynamic  and  effective  gay 
community  organizers  anywhere 
in  the  U.S.  Most  of  (his  detractors) 
would  still  be  in  the  closet  if  it  were 
not  for  the  work  he’s  done.” 

Phil  Knighton  sums  it  up, 
“Harvey’s  frank.  Instead  of  ap¬ 
peasing  the  people  he’s  in  conflict 
with,  he  teases  them.  It  got  out  of 
proportion.  Even  if  it’s  over, 
that’s  not  the  way  to  end  it.”

ATLANTA  —  Over  300  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  convened  April 
28-May  1  for  the  eighth  annual 
Southeastern  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Conference.  Three  dozen  work¬ 
shops  and  seminars  were  offered 
on  topics  ranging  front  AIDS  to 
police/community  relations. 

Authors  Armistead  Maupin  and 
Rita  Mae  Brown,  Dr.  James  Cur¬ 
ran  of  the  Atlanta  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Virginia 
Apuzzo  of  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force  all  addressed  conference- 
goers. 

Apuzzo,  in  a  keynote  speech, 
suggested  ways  in  which  local 
groups  can  organize  themselves  to 
work  more  effectively  within  both 
the  straight  power  structures  and 
with  other  progressive  groups  to 
advance  gay/lesbian  concerns. 

Apuzzo  highlighted  the  defeat 
of  Albert  Lee  Smith,  the  Birm¬ 
ingham  Alabama  congressional 
delegate  who  sponsored  the  Fami¬ 
ly  Protection  Act.  She  also  men¬ 
tioned  efforts  by  gay  activists  in 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  which  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  election  of  a  black 
mayor  in  that  city. 

Calling  for  coalition  formation, 
Apuzzo  noted  that  a  more  broad 
political  scope  is  needed,  and  said, 
“Build  positively  on  issues  that 
concern  more  [people]  than  us.” 
Apuzzo  named  a  few  broader 
issues,  such  as  the  watering  down 
of  affirmative  action  programs, 
the  defeat  of  the  ERA  and  the 
President’s  Paper  on  Nuclear 
Arms  that  appeared  in  Human 
Events  magazine. 

She  urged  the  audience  “to  look 
at  our  struggle  in  a  comprehensive 
fashion.”

This  letter  is  in  regards  to  a  recent  news  item 
you  ran  concerning  “North  Carolina  Gay 
students  insulted  by  ad.”  We  assume  that  you 
gathered  the  information  from  an  issue  of  Lamb¬ 
da,  UNC-CH  C.G.A.’s  newsletter.  Some  of  the 
members  of  our  organization  feel  a  little  slighted 
over  the  slant  of  the  article.  Everything  in  the  arti¬ 
cle  was  factual  but  only  told  a  small  part  of  the 
story.  Since  the  day  the  North  Carolina  State  Uni¬ 
versity  (State)  Gay  Community  was  founded 
three  years  ago  we  have  often  had  problems  with 
our  student  newspaper  and  student  government. 
Our  student  population  which  are  native  North 
Carolinains  tend  to  come  from  “down  east”  (as 
the  locals  refer  to  it!)  which  is  “Jesse  Helms” 
country.  Also,  our  school  is  predominately 
technically  and  agriculturally  oriented.  The  acts 
of  harassment  and  violence  continue  against  our 
members  (although  it  has  tapered  down  some¬ 
what  this  year).  Few  college  Gay  organizations 
have  undergone  the  actual  violence  that  we  have. 
In  the  last  two  years  there  have  been  over  36 
documented  incidents  against  members  (on  file 
with  N.C.S.U.  Public  Safety  and  the  Raleigh 
Police  Dept.)  especially  against  our  coordinator; 
Bob  Hoy  who  was  a  well-known  student  leader 
before  he  came  “out.”  In  the  past  six  months  he 
has  had  his  car  tires  sliced  once,  and  air  let  out  of 
them  twice.  There  were  also  three  attempted 
assaults  on  his  person.  Last  year,  our  Gay 
Awareness  Week  booth  was  attackedandthe  case 
still  has  not  been  solved  (see  enclosed).  The  wierd 
part  about  the  whole  situation  is  that  we  have  a 
liberal  administration  who  is  supporting  us  and 
helping  us  as  much  as  possible.  Despite  all  the 
problems  we  consider  ourselves  to  be  the  largest 
and  most  active  college  Gay  organization  in  the 
southeast  (38  active  members,  plus  30  associate 
members).  Our  problem  is  that  due  to  hostility 
and  lack  of  funding  we  do  not  have  an  office  or 
the  funds  to  print  much  information.  We  recently 
received  $168.00  from  our  student  government 
after  six  tries  over  the  past  three  years  in  which  we 
were  constantly  humiliated  and  embarressed.  The 
bill  which  passed  still  read  like  they  were  giving  us 
funds  to  go  “straight.”  And  they  also  forced  us 
to  get  the  approval  of  the  counseling  center;  lest 
we  purchase  any  “inflammatory”  books  which 
might  wind  up  recruiting  someone,”  as  one  stu¬ 
dent  senator  put  it.  We  also  faced  the  added  han- 
dicapp  of  a  student  body  treasurer  whose  boy¬ 
friend  is  an  “ex-Gay.”  Recently,  the  religious  cult 
known  as  “Maranatha”  has  grabbed  one  of  our 
homosexuals  on  campus,  and  has  him  proclaim¬ 
ing  on  our  brickyard  how  “we  lie  to  people  one 
doesn’t  have  to  be  a  homosexual,  Jesus  will  free 
you.”  (at  least  they  preach  non-violence).  We  are 
beginning  to  publish  a  newsletter  entitled:  “Ten- 
Percent.”  Our  recent  fundraisers,  and  our 
organizing  of  our  Gay  alumni  into  an  alumni 
chapter  has  helped  financially.  Now  back  to  the 
original  story  about  the  ad: 

Every  year  on  April  Fools  Day  our  student 
newspaper:  “The  Technician”  publishes  an  April 
Fools  joke  issue.  Last  year’s  feature  article  was 
about  our  coordinator.  Bob  Hoy  having  an  affair 
with  the  student  body  president.  This  year  the 
paper  took  a  vicious  turn  insulting  almost  every 
minority.  The  ad  (see  enclosed)  was  an  attack  on 
us.  The  sad  fact  was  that  this  was  the  second  time 
that  they  had  run  that  ad.  After  the  first  time  they 
promised  us  they  wouldn’t  do  it  again.  Upon  see¬ 
ing  the  paper  we  immediately  went  to  the  Techni¬ 
cian  office  and  asked  for  an  explanation;  we  then 
demanded  an  apology,  and  that  same  day  met 
with  our  Dean  of  Student  Development  to  see  if 
any  action  could  be  taken  (he  is  very  pro-Gay). 
We  also  forwarded  a  copy  to  the  Carolina  Gay 
Association  since  the  ad  was  aimed  at  them,  also. 
They  also  got  copies  of  the  paper  when  some  of

the  Technician  staff  went  to  Carolina  and  placed 
the  paper  in  the  “Daily  Tarheel’s”  boxes  (the 
paper  bore  the  Daily  Tarheel  letterhead,  not  the 
Technician’  there  isa  long  standing  rivaly  between 
the  two  schools,  they  ptinted  a  joke  issue  during 
football  season  winch  was  really  humorous). 
While  all  of  this  was  going  on  the  Chancellor  call¬ 
ed  in  the  Technician  staff  and  chewed  them  out; 
he  then  went  on  T.V.  and  apologized  to  everyone 
who  was  offended  naming  by  name  almost  every 
minority  except  us.  The  U.N.C.  system  officials 
in  Chapel  Hill  also  apologized  except  to  the  Gay 
community.  The  only  groups  who  ran  an  article 
containing  an  apology  to  the  Gay  community 
were  the  “Durham  Morning  Hearald,”  and  the 
“Chapel  Hill  Newspaper.”  Since  then  we  have 
followed  up  a  number  of  times  and  put  pressure 
on  the  administration.  The  Technician  has  hired  a 
lawyer  in  Washington,  D.C.  who  handles  college 
publications.  He  has  determined  that  there  is  no 
grounds  for  a  strong  legal  suit.  Therefore,  the 
Technician  has  announced  that  they  are  apologiz¬ 
ing  to  no  one  and  stand  by  their  paper.  They  have 
in  effect  told  us  to  sue  them  (they  also  informed 
the  Chancellor).  Our  problem  is  that  we  have  very 
little  backing,  and  an  extremely  large  and 
unorganized  Gay  community  in  North  Carolina. 
We  have  often  felt  that  many  of  our  statewide 
leaders  who  are  in  positions  of  power  are 
frightened,  conservative,  and  apolitical  (witness 
the  N.C.  Human  Rights  Funds  letters:  noone 
would  sign  the  fund  request  letters  until  the 
fourth  one;  when  asked  why  the  reply  was  that 
they  were  frightened  of  being  found  out).  As  was 
pointed  out  at  our  recent  North  Carolina  Gay  and 
Lesbian  conference  the  political  machinery  in  this 
state  (largely  Democratically  controlled)  has  not 
really  responded  to  the  Gay  community  because 
we  have  not  responded  to  them.  We  often  get  the 
feeling  that  alot  of  officials  are  saying  “here  come 
and  take  it”;  but  we  have  noone  to  respond.  We 
have  a  strong  community  in  Chapel  Hill  and 
especially  Durham;  however,  those  cities  are  con¬ 
sidered  by  state  politicians  to  be  heavily  black 
(Durham),  and  “on  the  fringes  of  insanity” 
(Chapel  Hill;  Jess  Helms  once  commented  in¬ 
stead  of  building  a  state  zoo,  N.C.  should  fence- 
in  Chapel  Hill).  The  power  lies  here  in  the  state 
capitol:  Raleigh,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  a  small 
group  of  older  white  male  Gays.  For  example.  Art 
Sperry  owner  of  the  Capital  Corral  (who  was 
originally  a  D.J.  in  your  city)  came  to  our  Gay 
Awareness  Week,  admitting  that  he  discriminates 
at  his  bar  and  is  allowed  to  under  North  Carolina 
law.  He  is  also  behind  our  statewide  newspaper: 
“The  Front  Page”  which  has  taken  a  decidely 
non-political  tone  lately. 

In  summary,  members  of  our  organization  felt 
that  it  was  not  very  fair  that  we  did  most  if  not  all 
of  the  work  in  the  “Queer-Hunter”  ad  matter,  an 
that  we  received  no  credit  nor  mention  of  even  ex¬ 
isting  as  an  organization.

Dear  GCN: 

Since  the  early  German  gay  movement  more 
than  80  years  ago,  respectable  elements  have 
sought  to  gain  more  freedom  for  some  at  the 
direct  expense  of  others.  Hirsehfcld’s  Scientific 
Humanitarian  Committee  called  for  repeal  ol 
Paragraph  175,  the  sodomy  statute,  in  exchange 
for  raising  the  age  of  consent  from  14  to  16.  Now, 
with  the  recent  decriminalization  of  same-sex  love 
between  adults  in  Wisconsin,  this  victory  is 
achieved  by  including  an  amendment  to  increase 
the  penalties  for  consensual  sex  between  an  adult 
and  a  I601  17  year  old  (!)  from  a  misdemeanor  to 
a  felony.  Where  is  the  outcry  from  the  lesbian  and 
gay  community  at  this  outrageous  injustice? 
Where  were  their  guts  and  t heir  principles  when 
the  decriminalization  bill’s  sponsor  told  them  he 
couldn’t  “hold  the  votes”  long  enough  to  defeat 
the  amendment?  If  you  buy  that  argument,  you’ll 
believe  anything.  And  since  when  did  our  com¬ 
munity  pul  the  rules  of  the  snail-like  “political 
process”  and  the  desires  of  politicians  ahead  of 
our  own? 

In  practice,  what  this  means  is  that  boy-lovers — 
who  are  the  usual  victims  of  such  antisex  provi¬ 
sions — arc  continuing  to  be  sacrificed  on  the  altar 
of  middle-class  gay  respectability.  It  also  shows 
that  the  developing  alliance  between  some  gay 
activists  and  the  Democratic  Party  is  not  the  road 
to  sexual  liberation. 

One  final  point :  This  incident  should  lay  to  rest 
for  good  all  the  nonsense  about  how  the  age  of 
consent  and  man/boy  love  arc  not  “gay  issues.” 
They  are  also  lesbian  issues,  in  that  the  Wisconsin 
injustice  will  criminalize  love  between  adult  and 
minor  females  as  well — a  form  of  lesbian  love 
which  the  women’s  and  lesbian  movements  have 
largely  ignored.  An  injurv  to  one  is  an  injury  to 
all!

Jewish  Community/Lesbian  and  Gay  Community 


By  Warren  Blumenfeld 

The  folio  winy  is  a  teller  then  /  wrote  to  my  cousin  after  /  attended  a  forum  sponsored  by 
the  Jewish  Community  Center  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  titled,  “ Homosexuality :  A 
Jewish  Perspective.  ”  My  cousin  is  studying  to  become  a  rabbi  in  New  York  City  and  in  the 
past  we  have  had  lengthy  conversations  on  religion  and  sexuality.  /  would  like  to  share  this 
letter  with  others  in  an  attempt  to  keep  a  discussion  going  between  the  Jewish  and  gay  /lesbian 
communities. 

May  20,  1983 
Dear  Gary, 

I’m  sitting  here  at  work  with  a  few  minutes  to  spare  and  I  thought  it  might  be  nice  to  jot 
down  a  little  letter  to  you.  I’ve  been  thinking  about  you  quite  a  bit  since  you  were  here  a  few 
weeks  ago.  I  really  enjoyed  talking  with  you  on  the  Esplanade  in  the  sunshine  and  sharing 
our  thoughts  about  religion  and  spirituality  and  family  and  whatever.  I  felt  sad  that  you  had 
to  go  back  to  New  York  when  you  did. 

Something  happened  to  me  last  Sunday  which  I’ve  wanted  to  discuss  with  you.  I  almost 
called  you  late  Sunday  night  but  by  the  time  I  got  home  it  was  really  too  late.  I  went  to  the 
Jewish  Community  Center  in  Brookline  (right  outside  of  Boston)  where  they  were  holding  a 
discussion  of  Judaism  and  homosexuality  as  a  part  of  their  “Thought  Provokers  Forum” 
Series.  Other  discussions  in  the  series  included  “Jews,  Alcohol  and  Drugs,”  and  “Can 
American  Jews  Still  Support  Israel?” 

Before  entering  the  Center,  the  audience  had  to  cross  a  police  line  which  was  called  in  to 
contain  a  demonstration  held  by  the  Jewish  Defence  League  which  was  protesting  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  a  forum  on  this  topic.  For  weeks  before,  the  JDL  was  threatening  to  disrupt  this 
evening  unless  it  was  cancelled.  As  we  walked  through  the  line,  the  protesters  screamed  out 
derogatory  words  at  us.  (1  felt  as  though  the  Klan  were  out  there  because  they  use  the  same 
kind  of  hate  tactics.) 

On  this  particular  evening,  the  scheduled  speakers  included  a  gay  male  teacher,  a  les¬ 
bian  publisher  and  a  conservative  rabbi.  The  gay  man  spoke  first  about  what  his  experiences 
were  like  growing  up  on  Long  Island  as  a  gay  Jew.  He  is  now  a  teacher  in  the  Boston  area  and 
told  that  he  is  open  about  his  gayness  with  his  students.  Next,  the  lesbian  spoke  about  how 
she  is  working  to  integrate  her  Zionism  with  her  experiences  as  a  lesbian  publisher  (she  pub¬ 
lished  Nice  Jewish  Girls,  the  anthology  by  Jewish  lesbians).  After  she  sat  down,  the  rabbi 
spoke  about  the  condemnations  against  gayness  in  Leviticus.  He  concluded  that  there  are 
only  three  options  for  Jews  when  dealing  with  gays  and  lesbians:  1)  Jews  can  consider  them 
to  be  sinners;  2)  they  can  consider  them  to  be  sick;  and  3)  they  can  consider  them  to  be 
“people  who  can’t  help  being  the  way  they  are”  and  Jews  can  try  to  help  them. 

When  the  rabbi  was  finished,  the  speakers  accepted  questions  from  the  floor.  The  first 
“question”  was  actually  a  statement  given  by  a  JDL  member  who  got  into  the  forum.  He 
went  to  the  podium  to  give  his  reasons  for  the  protest.  He  said  that  it  was  a  sin  to  even  hold 
such  a  discussion  in  a  Jewish  community  center,  quoting  Leviticus  again.  When  asked  what 
he  would  do  about  the  “gay  question”  he  said  that  he  wouldn’t  spend  his  time  killing  gays 
because  he  has  more  important  things  to  do  like  killing  Arabs,  at  which  point  he  was  hissed 
by  various  members  of  the  audience. 

The  next  two  questions  were:  “Isn’t  it  true  that  gays  molest  children?”  and  “Well,  I 
don’t  have  anything  against  gay  people.  I  mean,  I  think  you  have  a  right  to  speak  here  just 
like  I  think  Nazis  would  have  a  right  to  speak  here.”  So,  essentially  the  first  two  questions 
equated  us  with  child  molesters  and  Nazis. 

Other  questions  centered  around  how  the  State  of  Israel  treats  gay  people,  “what  was  it 
like  to  come  out  to  your  parents?”  “why  don’t  gays  like  to  have  Passover  Seder  with  non¬ 
gays?”  and  “what  should  I  tell  my  child  if  she  asks  about  homosexuality?”  (at  which  point 
the  rabbi  said  to  try  to  change  the  subject). 

At  this  point  the  rage  was  building  up  so  inside  of  me  and  I  knew  that  if  I  didn’t  say 
something,  I  probably  wouldn’t  get  to  sleep  that  night.  I  said  that  I  was  a  member  of  the  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Speakers  Bureau  and  I  had  spoken  in  many  different  places  all  across  the 
country  on  the  topic  of  gayness.  However,  “I  have  never  in  all  my  speaking  engagements  felt 
as  unsafe  and  furious  as  I  do  tonight.”  I  went  on  to  ask  the  rabbi  why  he  and  other 
theologicians  were  being  so  selective  in  following  certain  condemnations  supposedly  spelled 
out  in  Leviticus  while  overlooking  others,  i.e.,  the  condemnation  against  a  man  who  lies 
with  a  woman  when  she  is  menstruating  (or  as  it  is  put  in  the  Bible,  when  the  woman  is 
“unclean”).  He  told  me  that  my  question  was  an  excellent  one:  one  which  he  meant  to  talk 
about  in  his  opening  remarks.  He  went  on  to  say  that  he  was  of  the  mind  that  “we”  must  fol¬

Dear  GCN, 

So  many  times  I  have  read  articles  in  which 
prisoners  have  said  that  they  were  harassed  by 
guards  because  they  were  gay.  But  the  har- 
rass’ments  don’t  stop  there!  Prisoners  do  it  too!  If 
they  see  you’re  a  gay,  punk,  bitch  or  whatever, 
you  get  rejected  and  harassed. 

Then  there’s  the  prisoner  who  really  hates  gays 
for  no  reason  at  all  and  threatens  them  (note  the 
enclosed  letter  that  was  sent  me).  Now  I  feel  as  if 
he’s  the  sick  one,  not  me.  Because  I’ve  faced  reali¬ 
ty  and  I  know  who  and  where  I  am .  A  person  such 
as  the  one  who  sent  me  the  letter,  he  is  not  dealing 
with  reality  and  probably  condemns  gays  because 
he  himself  subconsciously  is  afraid  he’s  gay. 

I  base  this  opinion  not  on  this  alone.  In  prison 
you  learn  a  lot  about  people  because  of  the  close 
contact  with  them,  and  if  one  sits  back  and 
observes  the  people  around  them,  you  can  read 
people’s  actions.  I  don’t  claim  to  be  a 
psychologist,  just  to  be  using  the  common  sense  I 
was  born  with. 

So  you  see  harassment  in  prison  doesn’t  stop 
with  the  guards,  for  our  fellow  prisoners  do  it 
too.  I  feel  that  if  we  would  stop  condemning  and 
judging  each  other,  we  could  better  our  living 
conditions. 

After  all,  we  do  have  to  live  together.

We  midwesterners  get  the  feeling  that  folks  on 
The  Coasts  just  barely  acknowledge  our  exis¬ 
tence;  how  could  gays  and  lesbians  survive  out  in 
the  heartland  of  middle-America!  Some  of  us  do 
very  well,  and  even  occasionally  plow  new 
ground.  You  really  ought  to  check  us  out  more 
often. 

By  the  way,  have  you  ever  considered  the  waste 
of  paper  caused  by  homophobia?  I  mean,  a 
brown  envelope  around  every  single  issue  of 
GCN\  I  think  1  see  a  new  political  link  with  the  en¬ 
vironmental  movement.

low  these  biblical  laws  across  the  board  and  not  relax  any  of  the  condemnations;  we  must 
not  only  not  '-..lax  laws  against  homosexuality  but  at  the  same  time  we  must  tighten  up  our 
enforcement  ol  all  iaws  which  appear  in  Leviticus  without  exception. 

In  all  fairness  to  the  audience  at  this  forum,  some  people  did  give  support  to  the  topic 
and  were  genuinely  concerned  with  how  gays  and  lesbians  were  treated.  Three  people  came 
up  to  me  and  expressed  their  regret  for  my  feelings  of  uneasiness  over  the  evening’s  proceed¬ 
ings.  However,  one  of  these  people  staled  that  the  evening  was  actually  going  better  than  he 
had  imagined.  (That  was  really  not  the  thing  to  tell  me  to  try  to  make  me  feel  any  better.) 

Maybe  I  expected  more  from  Jews  or  maybe  I  was  just  hit  by  my  own  denial  of  how 
homophobic  the  Jewish  community  really  is,  but  I  was  struck  by  the  simple  truth  that  even 
though  Jews  have  suffered  through  centuries  of  persecution,  many  of  (hem  still  can’t  see  the 
connections  between  anti-semitism  and  homophobia.  This  ignorance  hurt  doubly  hard 
because,  though  I  expect  overt  anti-gay  and  lesbian  reactions  in  Roman  Catholic  circles  and 
in  many  of  the  Eastern  religions,  I  didn’t  expect  to  be  treated  so  harshly  by  other  Jews.  It 
also  hit  so  hard  because  as  the  people  at  this  forum  were  expressing  their  biases,  I  was  hear¬ 
ing  the  voices  of  my  uncles,  aunts,  cousins  and  parents  speaking  words  which  created  within 
me  an  estrangement  from  those  with  whom  I  once  had  closeness  and  rapport. 

The  following  day,  I  fell  as  if  1  was  going  through  a  “crisis  of  faith”:  not  knowing  any 
longer  what  my  Judaism  meant  to  me.  After  thinking  about  it  for  awhile,  I  realized  that  my 
faith  was  not  at  stake  here — my  faith  doesn’t  have  too  much  to  do  with  my  religious  back¬ 
ground.  Mv  concept  of  God,  or  as  I  prefer  to  call  this,  my  “Higher  Power,”  doesn’t  change 
by  other  people’s  definitions.  My  faith  is  intact.  However,  my  Judaism  is  my  culture,  my 
background  and  part  of  my  identity  and  something  was  profoundly  shaken  in  me  that  night. 

1  am  writing  to  you  because  you  are  studying  to  be  a  rabbi  and  you  have  a  deep  commit¬ 
ment  to  the  Jewish  faith.  I  feel  good  about  you,  about  your  idealism  and  social  conscience. 
Unfortunately,  I  don’t  think  that  (he  negative  opinions  expressed  against  gays  and  lesbians 
here  by  Jews  in  Brookline  are  atypical  from  those  expressed  by  Jews  in  other  parts  of  the 
world  (actually  these  views  were  probably  moderate  relative  to  other  places). 

I  would  like  to  close  this  letter  by  answering  one  of  the  demonstrators  at  the  Forum  who 
broke  into  the  auditorium  at  the  close  of  the  discussion  by  shouting  that  Jewish  gays  and 
lesbians  “.  .  .are  no  longer  Jewish.”  I  need  to  say  that  1  am  as  Jewish  and  as  integral  a  part 
of  the  Jewish  community  as  any  other  member.  I  am  proud  to  be  a  Jew  and  last  Sunday 
evening  won’t  lake  that  away  from  me.  Gary.  I  hope  you  can  help  to  change  some  of  the  atti¬ 
tudes  against  us  from  within  the  rabbinate  because  1  think  the  time  has  most  certainly  come 
for  this  change  to  proceed.

resigntion  and  stayed  on. 

Both  Buse  and  Juda  have 
continued  to  appear  on  the  paper’s 
masthead,  though  only  Buse  has 
been  published  since  November.' 
Beginning  in  December  the 
number  of  articles  of  women 
contributors  plummeted,  at  one 
point  showing  only  5  articles  in  1 1 
weeks,  all  unpaid.  A  recent 
increase  in  women’s  bylines  has 
coincided  with  notices  of  investi¬ 
gation  by  the  city  and  state 
Department  of  Human  Rights  into 
the  sex  discrimination  allegations. 

About  one  and  a  half  years  ago, 
GayLife  settled  another  sex 
discrimination  complaint  brought 
by  a  former  employee.  No  Gay- 
Life  staff  would  comment  on  that 
case,  other  than  to  confirm  that 
there  had  been  a  settlement. 

Heim  drew  a  connection  be¬ 
tween  the  past  case  and  their  pre¬ 
sent  ones:  “Mary  Kay  and  I  were 
hired  around  the  same  time  as  that 
complaint  was  pending.  We  played 
the  same  role  then  that  GayLife' s 
new  women  ‘hires’  are  playing 
now  —  to  cover  their  asses  for 
these  complaints.  And  formerly, 
at  least  a  few  men  were 
sympathetic  or  at  least  paid  lip- 
service  to  womens’s  concerns.  But 
with  the  most  recent  change  in 
management,  the  tenor’s  flipped 
back  to  ‘We  don’t  need  women 
here,  we  don’t  like  women  here, 
and  we  can  make  them  go  away.’” 

Asked  for  her  view  of  the 
motivation  behind  these  dis¬ 
missals,  Heim  said,  “Basically 
GayLife  is  a  male  paper;  its  inter¬ 
ests,  approaches,  center  of  con¬ 
cern  has  always  been  the  gay  male 
community.  There  was  a  funda¬ 
mental  antagonism  to  women  the 
whole  time  I  was  there.  Most  of  the 
men  made  you  feel  unwelcome 
when  you  walked  into  the  same 
room.  It  'was  common  to  hear 
women  referred  to  as  ‘fish.’” 

Lesbian  activists  contacted  by 
GCN  confirmed  that  GayLife  is 
widely  perceived  within  Chicago’s 


lesbian  community  as  catering  to 
gay  men  and  giving  only  token 
coverage  to  women’s  issues. 

Rhonda  Craven,  a  Black  lesbian 
activist  and  past  contributor  to 
GayLife ,  told  GCN:  “ GayLife  is 
not  seen  as  relevant  to  the  lives  of 
the  majority  of  lesbians  here;  it 
just  doesn’t  meet  women’s  needs. 
If  we  had  to  buy  it,  most  of  the 
women  1  know  would  stop  reading 
it.”  This  sentiment  was  repeated 
almost  verbatim  by  other  lesbians 
.  reached  by  GCN. 

Asked  about  women  staffers, 
Craven  observed,  “When  you 
look  at  the  masthead,  there  are  not 
many  women.  Those  that  are  there 
tend  to  be  transient,  moving  on 
after  several  months.’ 

Craven  noted  that,  since  Heim’s 
dismissal  in  November,  all  local 
news  stories  relating  to  lesbians 
have  carried  male  bylines.  She  also 
pointed  out  that  since  Sister- 
Source,  a  Midwest  newspaper  for 
lesbians  published  from  Chicago, 
interrupted  publication  last 
October  pending  internal 
reorganization,  GayLife  has  made 
no  attempt  to  investigate  or  report 
on  its  status. 

Attempts  to  get  comments  from 
GayLife  staff  on  the  current 
complaints  were  refused  pending 
the  outcome  of  the  hearing. 

Asked  about  GayLife's  concern 
with  women’s  issues,  Cris  re¬ 
sponded,  “We  have  major  women 
(sic)  working  very  tediously  to 
involve  more  and  more  women. 
But  this  paper  is  in  business  as  a 
business,  not  a  self-help  or  non¬ 
profit  group,  but  as  a  corporation. 
Looking  at  the  advertising  per¬ 
centages  each  week,  we  can  see  a 
continuous  lack  of  support  from 
the  women’s  community,  which 
our  sales  staff  finds  extremely 
frustrating.” 

Asked  if  this  might  reflect  a 
perception  of  GayLife  as  being 
male-oriented,  Criss  stated,  “I 
know  we  don’t  have  a  male 
image.” 


Williams  said,  “Everyone  reads 
us,  and  if  it’s  by  default,  that’s  the 
world.  We’ve  never  stopped 
anyone  from  publishing.”  Gay¬ 
Life  is  the  only  gay  newspaper  in 
the  greater  Chicago  region. 

Concerning  the  absence  of 
women  reporters  covering 
women’s  events,  Criss  responded, 
“I  don’t  agree  with  necessarily 
assigning  women  to  cover 
women’s  stories.  Maybe  the  prob¬ 
lem  is  we’re  not  sexist;  we  don’t 
choose  on  the  basis  of  sex.” 

Williams  added,  “We  have  two 
staff  reporters  right  now,  We 
don’t  have  the  time  or  personnel  or 
luxury  to  consider  who’s  on  what 
story.” 

Williams  stressed  GayLife 
staff’s  flexibility,  citing  one  in¬ 
stance  of  outstanding  journalism 
by  a  woman  reporter  on  “what 
was  first  viewed  as  a  gay  male 
issue,  AIDS.”  Williams  said 
GayLife  nominated  that  story  for 
honors  to  the  Gay  Press  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  reporter  turned  out  to  be 
Chris  Heim,  who  wrote  the  story 
before  being  laid-off. 

Williams  denied  that  Heim  had 
ever  had  the  title  of  “senior  staff 
reporter,”  contradicting  an  an¬ 
nouncement  of  this  appointment 
in  the  7/16/82  issue  of  GayLife. 
Williams  said  that  seniority  had 
never  been  a  consideration. 

Erin  Criss  was  asked  by  GCN 
whether  she  supported  affirmative 
action  for  women.  Criss  respond¬ 
ed  “Sure,”  then  asked  what  was 
meant  by  the  term.  After  this 
reporter  gave  the  standard  defini¬ 
tion,  Criss  said,  “Would  I  support 
that?  Well,  to  a  degree;  I’d  have  to 
sit  and  look  at  the  ramifications.” 

Ryan  and  Heim  are  contem¬ 
plating  further  legal  action  against 
GayLife  pending  the  outcome  of 
the  hearing  on  June  6. 
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You  Stay  not  realize  it,  but  GCN  receives  only  a  small  percentage  on 
newsstand  sales.  Of  the  60'  you  pay,  we  get  oaly  29c;  the  distributor  and 
newsstand  get  the  rest.  Because  it  costs  GCA  about  StL  to  produce  each 
copy  we  lose  21'  on  eaeb  newsstand  copy.  Why  do  we  sell  on  the  stand? 
To  attract  more  subscribers  through  increased  visibility,  and  because 
many  people  can’t  risk  receiving  GCN  in  the  mail.

esbians  and  gay  men  in  Boston  have  lots  of  friends  in 
politics.  Kevin  White,  our  friend  and  mayor  of  15  years, 
has  given  us  two  liaisons,  an  executive 
order,  a  fair  housing  ordinance,  a  scientific  study  of  our  needs, 
an  appearance  at  the  Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  dinner  at 
the  Ritz,  and  a  promise  to  sign  a  gay  rights  ordinance  just  as 
soon  as  the  city  council  passes  it. 

Among  state  legislators  present  and  past,  we  have  Tom 
Vallely,  George  Bachrach,  Bill  Owens,  Mel  King,  Barney 
Frank,  and  a  host  of  others  who  have  introduced  and  re¬ 
introduced  gay  rights  bills  for  the  past  ten  years,  lobbying  hard 
for  a  yes  vote  that  has  yet  to  come.  Should  that  affirmation 
arrive  within  the  next  four  years,  however,  our  friend  and 
governor,  Michael  Dukakis,  has  pledged  to  sign  the  bill. 

Boston  voters  seem  always  to  have  had  enough  support 
from  liberal  politician  friends  to  keep  their  interests  alive,  if 
not  exactly  influential  or  victorious.  But  in  1981,  something 
happened  which  gave  a  lot  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  something 
more  to  hope  for:  voters  in  the  city  overwhelmingly  passed  a 
referendum  calling  for  the  nine  citywide  council  seats  to  be 
split  into  nine  district  seats  and  four  at-targe. 

At  last,  liberals  thought,  minorities  in  Boston’s  highly  segre¬ 
gated  neighborhoods  would  get  fair  representation  in  city 
government.  In  the  gerrymandering  process  that  followed,  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  watched  especially  carefully  as  an  ad  hoc 
committee  drew  lines  around  the  neighborhoods  in  which 
many  of  them  lived:  Beacon  Hill,  the  Back  Bay,  the  Fenway, 
Bay  Village,  and  the  South  End.  What  happened  was  not 
ideal;  the  South  End  and  Bay  Village  got  separated  from  the 
rest  and  included  in  an  improbable  district  with  Chinatown 
and  traditional,  working-class  Irish  South  Boston.  But  one  dis¬ 
trict  remained — District  8 — in  which  the  significant  numbers 
of  lesbians  and  gay  men,  supported  by  liberals  and  progres¬ 
sives,  might  elect  one  of  their  own  to  the  council.  Or  at  least  a 
very  good  friend. 

In  a  political  division  such  as  District  8,  lesbian  and  gay 
voters  find  themselves  with  a  choice  somewhat  more  complex 
than  the  usual  selection  of  an  open-minded  liberal  over  an  in¬ 
attentive  or  homophobic  conservative.  No  candidate  who 
hasn’t  done  some  homework  on  gay  politics  would  stand  much 
of  a  chance  in  such  a  traditionally  liberal  area.  (These  are, 
after  all,  the  neighborhoods  which  brought  Elaine  Noble  to  the 
State  Legislature  in  1974.)  And  indeed,  of  the  four  candidates 
now  in  the  running,  all  can  be  said  to  be  generally  supportive 
of  gay  rights,  all  have  some  public  support  from  gay  people, 
and  all  are  actively  seeking  broader  support  from  the  lesbian 
and  gay  community.  So  what  differentiates  the  four? 

David  Scondras  first  ran  for  city  council  in  1981, 
finishing  respectably  at  twelfth  place  in  a  citywide  race 
for  nine  seats  and  capturing  a  great  deal  of  his  support 
from  Wards  4  and  5,  which  form  the  core  of  the  new  District  8. 
A  count  of  the  votes  cast  in  1981  by  voters  in  what  are  now 
District  8  precincts  shows  Scondras  finishing  second,  only  a 
few  votes  behind  citywide  first-place  finisher  Ray  Flynn,  who 
will  be  busy  running  for  mayor  this  fall.  This  tally,  of  course, 
reflects  a  vote  distribution  based  on  a  diffuse  field  of  40  candi¬ 
dates  for  nine  seats,  only  four  of  whom  lived  in  the  District  8 
precincts.  It’s  not  really  fair  to  compare  vote  totals  from  a 
citywide  race  with  expectations  for  a  district  race;  the  rules  of 
the  game  and  the  roster  of  players  are  completely  different. 
But  the  numbers  do  reflect  the  wide  popular  support  Scondras 
has  amassed  as  a  tenant  and  anti-arson  activist.  In  1976,  Scon¬ 
dras  earned  perhaps  his  most  significant  attention  when 
national  publicity  focused  on  his  role  in  helping  to  organize  the 
Symphony  Tenants  Organizing  Project  (STOP),  a  community 
group  which  helped  break  a  local  arson-for-profit  ring. 

Scondras  is  placing  particular  emphasis  this  year  on  running 
as  an  openly  gay  candidate,  a  definite  switch  in  strategy  from 
his  1981  campaign.  He’s  counting  among  his  endorsements 
such  nationally-recognized  gay  names  as  San  Francisco  Super¬ 
visor  Harry  Britt,  and  author  Edmund  White,  as  well  as  Bos¬ 
ton  activists  Ian  Johnson,  Walter  Kruekel,  Don  Babets,  Char¬ 
ley  Shively,  John  Mitzel,  the  Revs.  Marge  Ragona  and  Bob 
Wheatley,  and  Sandy  Latner.  But  in  1981,  nothing  in  the 
straight  press,  including  a  candidate  profile  and  an  editorial 
endorsement  in  the  Boston  Globe,  made  any  mention  of  the 
fact  that  Scondras  is  gay,  probably  because  most  of  Scondras’ 
own  statements  and  literature  failed  to  make  the  point.  Scon¬ 
dras  did  send  a  campaign  mailer  to  voters  on  some  of  the  city’s 
lesbian  and  gay  mailing  lists  with  a  letter  announcing  that  “this 
year  we  have  a  chance  [to  elect]  a  city  councillor  who  is  pro¬ 
gressive  and  gay.” 

In  a  1981  pre-election  interview  with  GCN  (Vol.  9,  No.  14), 
we  asked  Scondras  to  what  extent  he  was  running  an  openly 
gay  campaign. 

“When  you  show  everyone  in  this  room  why  and  how  sexual 


preference  has  something  to  do  with  the  job  we’re  talking 
about  and  every  other  candidate  gives  the  details  of  his  or  her 
sexual  life,  then  I  have  no  problems  with  the  question,”  Scon¬ 
dras  said.  “If  you’re  talking  about  the  gay  community,  the  gay 
community  has  a  right  to  know  that  I’m  gay,  I  suppose.  But 
should  the  fact  that  I’m  gay  necessarily  be  the  criterion?  What 
people  should  ask  themselves  is  if  I’m  politically  gay.  1  am  in 
solidarity  with  people  who  are  gay,  that’s  what’s  important, 
and  I  really  resent  the  idea  that  other  things  should  matter. 
Mel  King  is  not  a  gay  person,  but  he’s  politically  gay,  and  peo¬ 
ple  should  have  a  lot  of  solidarity  around  him. 

“We  haven’t  exactly  had  a  good  experience  voting  for  peo¬ 
ple  because  they’re  gay,”  Scondras  added.  “I  think  we  should 
have  asked  other  questions  as  well.” 

We  recently  asked  Scondras  how  he  would  respond  to  the 
criticism  that  he  ran  a  closeted  campaign  in  1981. 

“I  hope  that’s  the  worst  thing  anyone  can  find  to  say  about 
me,  that  I  wasn’t  as  out  last  time  as  I  am  now,”  Scondras 
mused.  “I’m  not  perfect.  I  have  a  lot  of  faults  and  I’m  grow¬ 
ing  and  changing,  but  I  am  ten  years  ahead  of  anyone  else  in 
this  campaign.” 

Dennis  Quilty  probably  couldn’t  agree  more.  Quilty,  an 
assistant  prosecutor  under  Suffolk  County  District  Attorney 
Newman  Flanagan  for  four  years,  lost  a  bid  for  state  represen¬ 
tative  to  Tom  Vallely  in  1980.  Quilty  has  garnered  a  list  of  sup¬ 
porters  that  reads  like  a  Who’s  Who  of  lesbian  and  gay  acti¬ 
vists  in  Boston  electoral  politics  for  his  campaign  as  a  straight- 
but-supportive  candidate  in  the  District  8  race.  He  has  hosted  a 
reception  for  the  lesbian  and  gay  community  and  has  issued  a 
slick  campaign  brochure  headed  “A  strong,  experienced  and 
effective  voice  for  Boston’s  Gay  and  Lesbian  Community.” 
Among  the  personal  testimonials  in  that  brochure  are  state¬ 
ments  of  support  from  Massachusetts  Gay  Political  Caucus 
co-coordinator  Steven  Tierney,  Boston  Lesbian/Gay  Political 
Alliance  officers  Ann  Maguire  and  Tim  McFeeley,  and  Bud¬ 
dies  owner  Michael  Campbell. 

Quilty  cites  his  membership  in  the  MGPC  and  BL/GPA,  his 
position  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Fenway  Community 
Health  Center,  and  his  presence  at  the  Boston  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Pride  March  as  evidence  of  his  support  for  the  com-

“There  are  two  sets  of  issues;  one’s  economic,  the 
other’s  social.  The  social  issues  all  have  to  do  with  civil 
rights.  Obviously,  something  like  the  gay  rights  bill  is  a 
top  priority.  So  are  other  bills  that  deal  with  the  kind  of 
discrimination  that’s  historical,  the  denial  of  access 
that’s  been  true  for  handicapped  people,  the  Hispanic 
population,  for  black  people. 

“Then  there’s  the  economic  conditions,  having  to  do 
with  rent  control,  condominium  conversion  control, 
who  gets  the  jobs  at  the  Hynes  Auditorium,  whether  we 
should  be  putting  money  into  the  downtown  business 
establishment.  [We  need]  to  turn  the  city’s  resources 
around  so  that  working  people  and  poor  people  in  the 
city  not  only  have  access  to  them,  but  have  control  of 
them,  so  that  the  dreams  they  have  for  their  future  can 
be  realized,  rather  than  focusing  on  the  dreams  Aetna 
Life  Insurance  Company  has  for  Copley  Square. ...” 

“We  have  a  homophobic  police  department  that  has 
allowed  and  condoned  a  lot  of  behavior  toward  the  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  community  that  is  totally  unacceptable 
behavior.  I’m  talking  about  everything  from  a  cop  in 
Church  Park  I  ran  into  who  referred  to  some  people  as 
faggots,  to  people  in  the  police  department  periodically 
busting  the  Loft  on  absolutely  ridiculous  charges,  wast¬ 
ing  money,  time,  and  energy,  and  terrifying  people. . . . 

“And  it’s  not  just  the  police,  because  the  issue  here 
goes  beyond  the  Boston  Police  Department,  the  issue 
here  is  why  does  the  district  attorney  continue  to  pros¬ 
ecute  these  stupid  cases.”

“My  number  one  priority,”  Quilty  said  at  the  reception  f 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community  held  at  One  City  Hall  Pla, 
Restaurant,  “will  be  sponsorship  of  and  lobbying  for  and  pe 
sage  of  a  human  rights  ordinance”  to  ban  discrimination 
Boston  on  the  basis  of  sexual  preference.

I 
think  it  has  a  total  lack  of  leadership  on  the  top,  and 
that  is  the  leadership  or  lack  thereof  of  Kevin  White.  It’s 
a  political  arm  of  the  city.  The  commissioner  was 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  and  everybody  under  the  com¬ 
missioner  was  appointed  with  the  acquiescence  of  the 
mayor.”

“There  are  special  needs  of  [District  8]  constituents,  I 
think  first  and  foremost  the  introduction  and  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  an  ordinance  to  protect  against  discrimination.  I 
think  there  are  other  needs  as  well.  I  think  sensitivation 
of  the  police  department  is  certainly  one,  and  I  don’t 
view  that  as  being  separate  from  better  police  protection 
period. 

“Something  1  talk  about  a  lot  in  this  campaign  is  the 
increase  of  team  sector  patrolling,  which  is  specific  offi¬ 
cers  walking  beats  through  specific  neighborhoods,  so 
the  police  begin  to  understand  that  perhaps  In  the  Fen¬ 
way  the  abnormal  thing  is  not  to  see  three  openly  homo¬ 
sexual  men  walking  down  the  street  as  much  as  it  is  to 
see  three  young  toughs  from  the  suburbs  walking  down 
the  street,  and  that  an  awareness  of  which  of  those 
things  is  potentially  a  crime  situation  and  which  is  not  is 
very  important.” 

“I  would  say  that  all  I  want  understood  is  that  1  don’t 
make  any  special  claim  to  support  from  the  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  community,  all  1  want  to  make  clear  is  that  I  am  a 
friend  of  the  gay  and  lesbian  community.  I  am  meeting 
with  people  in  the  gay  and  lesbian  community,  whether 
they  support  me  or  not  in  this  election.  If  I  am  elected, 
whether  BLGPA  supports  me  or  not,  I  would  work  very 
closely  with  that  organization  and  I  am  going  to  work 
closely  with  the  individuals  that  I  have  met,  some  of 
whom  have  decided  to  support  me  and  some  of  whom 
have  decided  not  to.” 


field  director  for  Democrats  for  Hatch  in  1978  and  in  1982 
supported  Lloyd  MacDonald  in  his  unsuccessful  campaign  to 
unseat  Newman  Flanagan.  “I  have  never  supported  and  will 
never  support  a  candidate  for  elected  office  who  is  hostile  to 
the  interests  of  the  gay/lesbian  community,”  explained  Roose¬ 
velt  in  an  answer  to  a  questionnaire  distributed  by  BL/GPA. 

In  addition,  Roosevelt  cites  his  membership  in  BL/GPA, 
attendance  at  the  Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  dinner  at  the 
Ritz,  and  sponsorship  of  a  fundraiser  for  AIDS  as  indicators 
of  his  support  for  the  Community. 

“I  am  working  hard  to  learn  about  the  issues  of  concern  to 
the  gay/lesbian  community,  and  I  have  been  meeting  with 
many  people  from  the  community  whether  they  support  me  or 
not,”  he  says. 

Roosevelt  (yes,  there  is  a  relation;  he  is  the  great-grandson 
of  Theodore  Roosevelt)  was  Boston  School  Committee  mem¬ 
ber  John  O’Bryant’s  campaign  manager  in  1977  and  in  1979-80 
served  on  the  White  House  Domestic  Policy  Staff  under 
Jimmy  Carter. 

Eugenie  Beal  quit  her  job  last  December  as  director  of  the 
city  Environment  Department,  a  department  she  salvaged 
from  the  wreckage  of  six  city  commissions  which  fell  victim  to 
Proposition  2Vi  tax  cuts.  Although  Beal  is  technically  correct 
when  she  claims  she  is  the  only  District  8  candidate  with  city 
government  experience  (!),  her  political  experience  is  in  fact 
limited  to  twelve  years  spent  managing  environmental  affairs 
for  the  city. 

What  does  Beal  have  to  say  about  the  lesbian  and  gay  com- 
-munity  in  Boston? 

“You  have  to  understand  that  my  work  background  has  not 
required  a  great  deal  of  thought  on  this,”  Beal  said  in  an  inter¬ 
view  with  GCN.  “As  a  department  head  I  had  gay  people  and 
straight  people  and  1  didn’t  make  a  big  deal  of  it.” 

Beal  freely  admits  she  needs  to  learn  more  about  the  lesbian 
and  gay  constituency  she  seeks  to  represent,  but  stresses  that 
her  general  political  philosophy  insures  her  effectiveness  as  an 
advocate  for  the  community. 

“My  position  on  abortion  rights  and  freedom  of  choice  is 
very  close  to  my  position  on  gay  and  lesbian  people,”  Beal 
explained.  “I  think  there’s  a  right  to  privacy,  a  right  to  decide' 


“I  think  people  want  a  better  city  council,  a  city  coun¬ 
cil  which  has  members  who  work  with  each  other.  I’m 
good  at  inducing  people  to  work  with  each  other  toward 
common  goals,  that’s  my  thing.  If  I  weren’t  good  at 
that,  I  would  have  left  city  hall  in  despair  ten  years 
ago. . . . 

“The  Boston  City  Council  has  very  important  respon¬ 
sibilities  which  people  would  like  to  see  carried  out  bet¬ 
ter,  that’s  why  they  voted  for  district  representation.” 

“In  the  short  term,  you  want  to  stamp  out  violence, 
and  I  think  the  appointment ...  of  a  police  liaison  should 
help,  because  I  believe  greater  communication  always 
helps.  And  I  would  think  that  through  the  police  liaison 
it  would  no  longer  be  possible  to  use  rationalizations  to 
try  to  sweep  away  the  problem. 

“But  I  think  in  the  long  term  you’re  pointing  to  the 
problem  of  homophobia,  which  is  not  a  very  visible 
problem _ I  think  long  term  we  need  educational  pro¬ 

grams  in  the  schools,  which  is  going  to  be  a  very  difficult 
thing  to  get  through.  Any  society  that  has  real  trouble 
teaching  straight  biology. ...” 

“If  ten  percent  of  the  population  is  the  best  estimate 
of  the  proportion  that  is  gay,  it’s  not  right  that  kids 
should  grow  up  never  hearing  about  this,  that  kids  who 
grow  up  to  be  gay  have  to  think  they’re  alone  in  the 
world  and  they’re  the  only  ones  who  have  the  feelings 
they  have.”

what  one  does  with  one’s  own  body  that  can’t  be  overridden 
....  I  would  go  down  the  line  for  human  rights.  You  may  find 
me  insufficiently  informed  about  some  of  the  specifics,  but 
I’m  learning.  As  to  the  principles  of  them,  I  wouldn’t  waver 
for  a  minute.” 


In  the  absence  of  a  wide  divergence  of  views  among  the 
candidates  on  the  subject  of  lesbian  and  gay  issues,  a  lot  of 
the  discussion  we’ve  heard  (and  overheard)  has  centered 
around  the  “image”  and  “style”  of  each  of  the  candidates 
(not  an  uncommon  phenomenon  in  American  electoral  poli¬ 
tics,  come  to  think  of  it).  And  because  David  Scondras  and 
Dennis  Quilty  are  the  two  candidates  claiming  most  of  the  sup¬ 
port  from  the  lesbian  and  gay  community,  a  lot  of  mixed  feel¬ 
ings  seem  to  underlie  the  choice  supporters  have  made  between 
the  gay  candidate  and  the  straight  one. 

Dennis  Quilty  is  the  “polished”  one  of  the  pair;  he  is  affa¬ 
ble,  refined,  well-spoken,  politically  astute,  well-dressed, 
professional.  Quilty’s  serious,  sensible  image  enhances  his 
appeal  to  Beacon  Hill  and  Back  Bay  liberals,  the  sort  who 
might  shift  nervously  at  the  sight  of  David  Scondras  in  an  ill- 
fitting  suit  offering  an  idealistic  litany  of  agreeable  but 
“unrealistic”  proposals  to  a  group  of  supporters  filling  the 
pews  at  the  Arlington  Street  Church. 

Quilty,  it  might  be  said,  is  the  man  who  knows  how  to  use 
the  power  of  politics  to  get  things  done,  the  man  with  connec¬ 
tions,  the  man  who  chooses  his  battles  carefully,  plans  wisely 
and  discreetly,  and  takes  his  victories  when  the  moment  is  ripe. 

Scondras,  in  this  picture,  is  the  progressive  (some  have  said 
radical)  candidate;  he  is  open  and  direct,  and  relies  on  broad- 
based  coalitions  of  grassroots  support  more  than  traditional, 
behind-the-scenes  exchanges  of  power,  privilege,  and  pet 
projects. 

Of  course,  this  rendition  of  the  battle  lines  is  oversimplified. 
The  political  cliches  used  on  both  sides  are  readily  identifiable 
code  words  which  denote  factions  we’ve  seen  before:  liberal 
vs.  radical  and  “good  gay”  vs.  “bad  gay.”  But  there’s  a  lin¬ 
gering  doubt  about  whether  these  demarcations  accurately 
describe  what  is  happening  in  this  race. 

David  Scondras’  primary  political  experience  has  been  in 
anti-arson  and  tenants’  issues.  It  is  only  in  the  two  years  since 
the  1981  council  elections  that  Scondras  has  publicly  come  out 
as  a  gay  man  and  participated  in  gay  politics.  Scondras  must 
therefore  face  not  only  the  stigma,  in  the  eyes  of  Boston  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  liberals,  of  being  a  “radical,”  but  he  must  also 
answer  what  amount  to  questions  as  to  his  authenticity  as  an 
openly  gay  candidate. 

Such  questions  arise  out  of  a  double  standard.  There’s  an 
expectation  that  a  candidate  running  with  an  emphasis  on  his 
status  as  an  openly  gay  man  be  perfect,  that  he  have  a  long¬ 
standing  and  impeccable  commitment  to  local  gay  politics.  It’s 
as  if,  in  our  one  rare  opportunity  to  elect  an  openly  gay  politi¬ 
cian,  we’re  willing  to  settle  only  for  the  Ideal  Representative. 
Anyone  less  than  perfect  might  embarrass  us. 

The  double  standard  is  of  course  unfair;  David  Scondras  is 
certainly  closer  to  lesbian  and  gay  issues-  than  any  of  his 
friendly-but-straight  opponents.  If  we  held  Dennis  Quilty  up 
to  this  closer  scrutiny,  we’d  have  to  ask  more  about  how  his 
political  loyalties  could  lead  him  to  support  notorious  homo¬ 
phobe  Ed  King,  or  why  lesbians  and  gay  men  should  support 
an  assistant  to  a  district  attorney  who  has  spent  much  of  his 
career  prosecuting  them  for  victimless  crimes. 

Perhaps  the  worst  effect  of  this  dilemma  we’ve  created  is 
that  we’re  looking  at  the  candidates  with  only  the  narrowest 
view  toward  their  positions  on  lesbian  and  gay  issues.  David 
Scondras  may  well  be  the  candidate  with  the  most  progressive 
views  on  other  issues,  sucli  as  the  perpetual  Boston  struggle 
between  downtown  corporate  interests  and  the 
neighborhoods,  but  you  wouldn’t  know  it  from  the  content  of 
the  kitchen  table  debates  so  far. 

Ever  since  the  day  district  representation  won  the  hearts  of 
^  Boston  voters,  people  (including  not  a  few  Scondras  support¬ 
ers)  have  talked  of  how  the  1983  council  will  parallel  the  1977 
race  for  Board  of  Supervisors  in  San  Francisco.  In  that  deci¬ 
sion,  a  gay  New  Yorker  named  Harvey  Milk  took  advantage  of 
that  city’s  first  district  elections  and  a  carefully  developed  net¬ 
work  of  grassroots  and  union  support  to  win  himself  a  super¬ 
visorial  seat.  Milk,  like  Scondras,  faced  a  political  battle 
drawn  along  lines  many  saw  (or  now  see,  thanks  to  the  miracle 
of  modern  historiography)  as  liberal  vs.  radical  or  “good  gay” 
vs.  “bad  gay.”  Milk  arrived  in  San  Francisco  in  1972  and  soon 
began  a  perpetual  campaign  for  public  office,  bypassing  the 
inittiation  rites  of  the  city’s  liberal  political  machine.  Milk 
found  himself  opposed  or  merely  tolerated  by  the  city’s  mod¬ 
erate  gay  “leadership,”  but  persisted  and  won.  Partly  through 
his  good  works,  partly  through  his  martyrdom,  and  partly 
through  the  efforts  of  his  biographer,  Milk  has  been  made  a 
hero,  a  gay  saint.  The  question  we  have  to  ask  ourselves  is:  Is 
David  Scondras  a  Harvey  Milk? 

With  the  election  still  four  months  away  and  the  personality 
issues  already  this  intense,  there’s  a  fear,  despite  the  coolhead- 
edness  of  all  four  camps,  that  this  may  turn  out  to  be  a  bloody 
and  divisive  race.  There  remain,  of  course,  a  lot  of  unanswered 
questions.  Whomwillthe  Boston  Lesbian/Gay  Political  Alli¬ 
ance  endorse,  and  what  will  happen  then?  Will  the  candidates’ 
differences  on  the  issues  become  more  pronounced  than  differ¬ 
ences  in  their  political  “images”?  And  given  Harvey  Milk’s 
epigrammatic  advice,  will  theTesbian  and  gay  voters  of  District 
8  choose  an  imperfect  gay  man  or  an  imperfect  “friend"  to  be 
their  first  city  councillor?

Street  Music  is  a  sweet  and  sassy 
movie  set  in  the  Tenderloin  dis¬ 
trict  of  San  Francisco.  Written 
and  directed  by  newcomer  Jenny 
Bowen,  the  film  details  the  effects 
of  gentrification  when  a  large  cor¬ 
poration  wants  to  rip  down  the 
old  residential  Hotel  Victory  and 
displace  the  elderly  people  who 
live  there.  The  main  narration 
concerns  a  young  couple — Sadie 
(Elizabeth  Daily),  a  street  singer, 
and  her  tour-bus-guide  boyfriend 
Eddie  (Larry  Breeding) — who  live 
at  the  hotel  and  cannot  make  up 
their  minds  if  they  are  going  to 
move  out  or  stay  and  help  the 
other  tenants  organize.  But  while 
the  story  line  follows  Sadie  and 
Eddie  (and  their  relationship — 
Sadie  thinks  she  should  strike  out 
on  her  own  and  find  herself)  the 
power  and  interest  of  the  movie 
are  the  older  residents  and  their 
gradual  radicalization  which 
enables  them  to  take  control  of 
the  building  and  their  own  lives. 

The  credits  at  the  film's  end 
thank  the  San  Francisco  Gray 
Panthers  and  we  are  never  told  if 
these  older  characters  are  profes¬ 
sional  actors  or  just  raw  talent 
who  were  recruited  for  this  movie. 
But  whichever,  they  are  just  won¬ 
derful.  Sam  (Ned  Glass)  is  a  Icistv 
ex-Wobblie  who  leads  the  revolt. 
Hattie  (Miriam  Phillips),  is  a  gen¬ 
teel,  middle  class  widow  who 
begins  to  understand  the  self- 


worth  that  comes  with  political 
involvement.  And  perhaps  the 
most  eccentric,  and  moving,  of 
the  residents  is  Mildred  (Marjorie 
Eaton),  who  gives  birthday  parties 
for  her  8  cats,  muses  on  how  she 
used  to  be  annoyed  at  the  Pope, 
and  finally  joins  the  others  in  their 
unionizing  and  civil  disobedience. 

Street  Music  is  far  from  perfect. 
Director  Bowen  tries  to  combine 
too  much  material  in  a  framework 
that  will  not  support  it:  the  evolu¬ 
tion  of  a  woman’s  consciousness, 
the  disruptiveness  of  urban  renew¬ 
al,  the  plight  of  the  elderly,  the 
radicalization  of  the  once  un¬ 
involved  and  just  the  common 
humanity  that  brings  people 
together  in  time  of  crisis.  The 
Sadie/Eddie  story  is  perhaps  the 
weakest  link  in  the  chain  but  it 
does  give  Elizabeth  Daily  a  chance 
to  show  off  some  great  honky- 


tonk  and  jazz  singing  which  gives 
the  movie  a  nice  bounce  and 
flavor. 

But  whatever  its  faults.  Street 
Music  is  exceptionally  well-made. 
It  deals  with  problems  that  most 
other  films  avoid  and  shows  a  sen¬ 
sitivity  to  women,  the  elderly, 
racial  issues  and  a  whole  range  of 
other  social  issues  in  an  honest 
and  generally  non-sentimentalized 
manner.  After  seeing  a  movie  like 
Street  Music,  you  have  more 
appreciation  lor  independently 
made  films  and  what  they  have 
come  to  represent  in  the  midst  of 
the  barrage  of  Hollywood  films 
we  are  so  used  to  seeing.  And 
beyond  political  considerations 
Street  Music  is  a  fine  and  sensitive 
study  of  people:  it  values  their 
lives  and  thus  treats  the  audience 
with  the  same  respect.

I  think  I  know  why  people  keep 
trying  to  pretend  that  Alice  in 
Wonderland  is  a  children’s  story. 
The  world  Lewis  Carroll  writes 
about,  the  Wonderland  that  Alice 
visits,  is  actually  a  very  uncomfort¬ 
able  place,  where  the  rules  keep 
changing  and  no  one  is  ever  sure 
how  best  to  survive.  This  world  is 
quite  vividly  portrayed  in  Whats¬ 
hername  in  Wonderland,  an  origi¬ 
nal  adaptation  of  Lewis  Carroll’s 
work,  performed  by  the  Water¬ 
melon  Clearing  Studio  Project. 

The  project  consists  of  Patricia 
DeAngelis  and  Marsha  Hiller  of 
Clearing,  an  improvisational 
dance  company,  Sophie  Parker 
and  Tita  Wernimont  of  the  Water¬ 
melon  Studio,  a  political  women’s 
theater,  and  Libba  Ingram  of  the 
Ends  and  Means  Committee,  a 
theater  group  that  does  political 
satire.  This  diverse  group  of  wo¬ 
men  have  combined  their  talents  to 
offer  a  performance  that  is  filled 
with  emotion  and  creativity.  The 
play  takes  Alice,  played  by  Werni¬ 
mont,  from  her  lazy  boat  ride  with 
her  sister,  down  the  rabbit  hole 
and  into  Wonderland,  where  she 
runs  into  the  Red  Queen,  the 
White  Queen,  the  Duchess,  the 
Caterpillar,  the  Cheshire  Cat  and 
the  Mad  Tea  Party,  before  finding 
her  way  back  home. 

The  audience  suspects  very  early 
that  things  won’t  be  just  as  Alice  is 
used  to.  The  doors  Alice  finds  at 
the  bottom  of  the  rabbit  hole, 
played  by  DeAngelis,  Hiller  and 
Ingram,  laugh,  moan  and  scream 
as  she  presses  on  them  to  get 
through.  And  when  the  key  is  held 
tantalizingly  out  of  reach,  Hiller 
lies  on  her  back,  wiggles  her  toes 
and  says  “eat  me,  eat  me”  in  a 
disturbingly  provocative  manner. 
This  Wonderland  is  clearly  going 
to  be  a  difficult  world  in  which  to 
exist. 

Alice  tries  to  use  all  the  tools  she 
has  learned  in  her  world.  She  rea¬ 
sons  with  the  Red  Queen,  only  to 


run  up  against  the  queen’s  haughty 
irrationality— irrationality  that  is 
very  rational,  when  you  are  con¬ 
stantly  making  up  your  own  rules, 
as  the  Red  Queen  most  definitely 
is.  With  the  Duchess  she  tries  to  be 
a  proper  young  visitor,  in  a  home 
that  has  no  sense  of  propriety.  She 
is  concerned  about  the  baby  the 
Duchess  is  throwing  around — a 
baby  that  turns  into  a  pig.  When 
she  meets  the  March  Hare  and  the 
Mad  Hatter  at  the  tea  party,  Alice 
even  tries  to  fit  into  their  frenetic, 
unpredictable  world,  and  meets 
only  their  ridicule.  In  Wonder¬ 
land,  Alice  will  never  come  out  on 
top. 

The  Cheshire  Cat  says  it  most 
clearly.  “Everyone  is  mad  here,” 
she  purrs.  “You  must  be  mad,  too, 
or  you  wouldn’t  be  here.”  I  don’t 
like  to  think  of  myself,  or  the 
world,  as  mad.  I  want  to  believe 
that  I  can  make  sense  of  life  and 
have  some  control  over  what  hap¬ 


pens  to  me.  And,  mostly,  I  do  be¬ 
lieve  that.  Yet,  sometimes  the 
world  does  seem  very  crazy,  and 
the  sense  I  find  very  illusory.  I  ex¬ 
perience  a  cosmic  fear  that  any¬ 
thing  can,  and  might,  happen. 
Lewis  Carroll,  and  Whatshername 
in  Wonderland,  expose  that  fear, 
and  show  us  that  Wonderland  is 
not  so  far  away.  Alice  does  return 
to  her  sister,  but  does  she  really 
leave  the  madness  behind?  You 
suspect  that  it  is  still  there,  only  a 
little  under  the  surface;  that  is  what 
makes  this  work  so  disturbing. 

Sophie  Parker  has  done  an 
amazing  job  directing  this  play. 
The  women  create  all  the  scenes  of 
Wonderland,  using  only  them¬ 
selves  and  a  table  as  props.  Their 
bodies  become  the  rabbit  hole,  the 
doors,  the  flamingos  in  the  cro¬ 
quet  game.  They  fill  the  space  with 
their  movement,  making  the  pro¬ 
duction  a  living,  flowing  perfor¬ 
mance.  The  characters  are  intense 
and  vivid,  with  special  mention  go¬ 
ing  to  the  Caterpillar,  the  Duchess 
and  the  Red  Queen. 

Whatshername  in  Wonderland 
will  be  playing  again  soon  in  the 
Boston  area,  and  may  be  on  tour 
in  New  England  and  New  York  in 
the  fall.  It  may  not  be  a  children’s 
story,  but  it  is  definitely  one  adults 
should  see.

Friday  Night  Fever

My  sother  and  I  work  almost  in¬ 
cessantly  during  the  week.  She 
works  non-stop  on  weekends  also. 
On  weekends  /  collapse.  In  fact, 
for  me  to  arrive  at  the  close  of  the 
ordinary,  civil  service  workday  on 
Friday  in  even  a  vaguely  semi¬ 
conscious  condition  is  a  major  vic¬ 
tory  of  spirit  over  flesh.  My  soth¬ 
er,  who  is  uncomplaining  and  pa¬ 
tient  beyond  belief,  needs  some 
kind  of  pick-her-up  by  the  end  of 
Friday,  because  it  is  the  only  oasis 
between  the  two  sandy  aridities  of 
her  several  occupations. 

Translated,  this  means  that  we 
try  to  go  out  for  dinner  and/or 
some  kind  of,  at  least  theoretical, 
entertainment.  I  think  the  rest  of 
the  world  calls  this  “relaxation.” 
It  is  a  state  of  beingThat  I  really  do 
not  fully  recognize.  There  is  al¬ 
ways  something  internally  agitated 
in  my  life.  My  sother,  on  the  other 
hand,  knows  how  to  shut  off  all 
the  switches  except  the  one  she 
wants  on.  It’s  astonishing  to  wit¬ 
ness  this  ability  in  someone  who 
lives  so  near  me.  I  could  believe  it 
in  the  Dalai  Lama,  but  in  someone 
who  shares  a  bathroom  and  two 
refrigerators  with  me,  it’s  quite  an 
awesome  phenomenon. 

Every  time  my  sother  longingly 
says, “So  and  so’s  home  is  always  in 
perfect  order,”  I  respond,  “ One 
job,  the  answer  to  all  our  human 
and  social  needs  is  to  have  only  one 
bloody  job.”  What  a  luxury  it 
would  be  just  to  work  like  normal 
people  (what  might  that  be?)»  > 

When  I  leave  my  civil  service  job 
at  5  PM,  and  1  see  all  the  other  wo¬ 
men  babbling  happily  at  each  oth¬ 
er  as  they  flow  to  the  elevators,  I 
think  how  wonderful  it  must  be. 
They  are  finished  work  when  they 
are  finished  work  (most  of  them 
anyway),  and  when  I  finish  work,  1 
go  to  work.  That  is,  I  toddle  off  to 
the  GCN  office  most  Monday 
through  Thursday  evenings  and 
stay  till  ten-ish  which  obliterates 
dinner  for  my  sother  and  me. 

We  arrive  at  the  old  homestead 
too  weary  to  eat,  much  less  cook. 


so  we  sometimes  have  Wheaties 
and  sometimes  just  look  at  the 
mayhem  in  the  kitchen,  shrug  our 
shoulders  and  go  upstairs  to  bed. 
It  would  be  much  more  sensible  if 
we  ate  separately  at  our  various 
work  sites,  but  we  have  never  over¬ 
come  the  desire  to  have  dinner  to¬ 
gether.  Now  we  have  non-dinner 
together. 

Sometimes  we  go  to  the  theater 
or  a  film  on  a  Monday  or  Wednes¬ 
day  night,  but  that  is  becoming 
rarer  and  rarer.  So  the  high  point 
of  our  week  balances  delicately  on 
Friday  night,  that  wonderful  goal 
toward  which  our  internal  clocks 
are  set  every  Monday  morning. 

Ever  since  we  made  the  horren¬ 
dous  error  of  buying  THE 
HOUSE,  we  have  found  ourselves 
pressed  to  the  financial  wall,  and, 
at  a  time  in  life  when  things  should 
be  getting  a  little  easier,  they 
become  daily  more  difficult.  The 
worst  aspect  of  all  this  day  and 
night  and  weekend  work  is,  ob¬ 
viously,  that  we  who  love  each 
other,  never  see  each  other  when 
we  are  awake  enough  to  infuse  the 
time  with  meaning. 

My  sother  clings  stubbornly  to 
the  notion  that  all  you  have  to  do  is 
work  hard  and  everything  will  fall 
neatly  into  place.  Life  isn’t  like 
that,  but  her  life,  until  THE 
HOUSE,  had  been  exactly  like 
that,  so  it  is  very  difficult  for  me  to 
convince  her  otherwise.  When  phi¬ 
losophy  conatradicts  our  personal 
experience,  there  is  absolutely  no 
reason  to  believe  the  philosophy. 
But  what  do  you  do  with  a  person  i 
whose  life  and  philosophy  coincid¬ 
ed  until  collision  with  the  brick 
wall  of  contradiction?  You  take 
her  out  on  Friday,  that’s  what  you 
do,  and  hope  to  hell  there’s  some 
kernel  of  delight  to  be  found  be¬ 
fore  fading  into  the  fog  that  usual¬ 
ly  surrounds  overtired  people. 

My  sother  always  wants  to 
please  me.  1  don’t  deserve  it,  but 
that’s  how  she  is.  If  1  ask  her  what 
she  wants  to  do,  she  either  tells  me 
to  make  the  choice  or  she  second 


guesses  me  by  suggesting  what  she 
thinks  I  would  prefer.  It’s  a  no- 
lose  situation.  So,  every  week 
(when  we  remember  to  buy  the 
Globe — this  is  another  major  ac¬ 
complishment),  on  Friday  after¬ 
noon,  I  skim  the  pages  of  the 
Globe  Calendar ,  and  determine 
our  itinerary  for  the  evening. 

On  Friday  (the  13th!  of  May),  I 
was  casually  glancing  through  my 
“assignment”  expecting  to  find  a 
movie,  play  or  concert  that  would 
be  “fun,”  and  1  looked,  as  1  al¬ 
ways  do,  under  “Benefits.”  For¬ 
tunately  for  me  I  did,  because 
there,  before  my  forgetful  eyes, 
was  the  announcement  of  the  auc¬ 
tion  to  be  run  by  the  Boston  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Political  Alliance 
(BL/GPA).  When  I  originally  re¬ 
ceived  notice  of  this  event,  I  made 
a  mental  note  to  attend,  but  I 
should  have  made  a  physical  note 
and  magnetized  it  to  Refrigerator 
A.  Refrigerators  used  to  be  food 
repositories;  now  they’re  bulletin 
boards,  and  among  the  few  things 
I  read  these  days.  So,  that  took 
care  of  my  searching  for  last 
week’s  entertainment.  We  would 
go  to  the  auction. 

First  we  ate  in  a  Chinese  restau¬ 
rant  in  Copley  Square,  then  dashed 
to  the  auction  at  the  Lenox  Hotel 
where  we  found  that  BL/GPA  was 
offering  so  much  food  that  we 
needn’t  have  bothered  with  din¬ 
ner.  The  event  was  extraordinary 
in  its  professionalism.  There  was 
both  a  silent  and  a  door  auction.

each  handled  smoothly  and  with 
great  panache.  The  auction  was  a 
fundraiser  for  BL/GPA’s  voter 
registration  and  candidate  cross- 
examination  programs.  The  Alli¬ 
ance  should  become  a  recognized 
power  in  this  city  that  will  make 
politicians  accountable  to  gay  men 
and  lesbians  as  bona  fide  and 
significant  constituents. 

The  auction  tossed  my  emotions 
about  in  a  kaleidoscopic  series  of 
changes.  1  was  tickled  that  our 
community  was  carrying  this  event 
forward  in  a  manner  totally  ac¬ 
ceptable  to,  say,  my  mother  or  any 
other  member  of  the  society  at 
large.  It  is  good  for  us  to  be  able 
to  participate  in  that  way.  (1  know 
many  activists  would  disagree,  but 
that  is  how  /  feel.)  During  the 
course  of  the  evening,  however,  I 
was  also  made  to  feel  the  power¬ 
lessness  of  my  own  economic  situ¬ 
ation  when  I  realized  that  anything 
I  might  have  considered  bidding 
on  would  go  sailing  out  of  sight, 
way  beyond  the  normal  reaches  of 
my  pockelbook.  It  was  a  very  gut- 
wrenching  sensation.  The  rich  can 
always  outbid  the  poor — for  any¬ 
thing. 

As  the  time  wore  on  I  thought, 
suppose  I  really  wanted  some¬ 
thing.  If  1  was  willing  to  make  a 
sacrifice,  I  could  just  go  ahead  and 
bid  on  it.  The  question  was  one  of 
dignity,  of  self-esteem.  If  I  found 
someting  I  cared  enough  about,  I 
could  have  it — with  some  restric¬ 
tions — but  1  could  have  something 


to  soothe  the  hurt. 

Throughout  the  evening  I  bid  on 
items  when  it  seemed  that  ihe  ball 
needed  to  be  set  in  motion,  but  of 
course,  1  never  landed  anything. 
Then  “25  pounds  of  male  pornog¬ 
raphy”  went  on  the  block,  and 
suddenly,  an  impish  spirit  took 
possession  of  me.  Eric  Roles,  auc¬ 
tioneering  at  that  point,  told  the 
crowd  that  Nancy  Walker  was  bid¬ 
ding  on  the  pornography.  Laugh¬ 
ter.  Someone  else  bid.  1  bid,  some¬ 
one  else  bid,  I  bid,  someone  else 
hid,  I  bid  again.  This  went  on  for 
some  agonizing  moments,  and 
when  the  bidding  ended,  I  had 
bought  a  gift-wrapped  box  of  male 
porno,  for  $85.  The  whole  place 
exploded  into  laughter  and  ap¬ 
plause.  My  sother  understood 
completely,  without  our  having  ex¬ 
changed  a  word  about  it,  why  I  did 
what  1  did. 

I  still  have  not  opened  the  box 
(wrapped  in  “Tweetv-Bird”  pat¬ 
tern  baby  gift  paper) What  do  1 
want  with  male  porno?  I  have  male 
friends,  and  I’m  sure  all  that  stuff 
will  make  lovely  Christmas 
presents.  However,  what  1  really 
wanted  was  to  help  the  Alliance 
and  to  rid  myself  of  the  oppressive 
feeling  the  evening  had  built  in  me. 
It  certainly  was  an  unusual  and 
memorable  Friday  night.  But  what 
shall  we  do  this  Friday  for  an  en¬ 
core?
